SUMMER  STUDIES. 


A  Scheme  for  the  Study  of  Field  Botany. 

By  J.  C.  Shenstone,  F.L.S. 

First  Lesson. 

/T^NE  disadvantage  of  modern  technical  training  is  that  the 
\J  teachers  and  text-books  tend  to  be  so  perfect  that  few 
difficulties  are  left  for  the  student  to  surmount  for  himself, 

■  and  he  is  led  to  rely  so  much  upon  the  teacher  and  text- 
book that,  having  satisfied  the  examiners  and  left  his  college 
career  behind  him,  he  finds  that  in  practical  life  books  do 
■not  give  plain  answers  to  all  the  problems  which  may  arise, 
without  some  mental  effort  on  his  own  part,  and  he  degene- 
^rates  into  the  mere  business  man,  not  attempting  to  tum 
►fais  college  training  to  business  account.  In  order  to  counter- 
act this  tendency  a  system  of  teaching  chemistry,  known 
•as  the  heuristic  or  heui-etic  system,  was  introduced,  which 
•consisted  of  introducing  the  young  student  to  the  subject 
by  simply  setting  problems  to  be  answered  by  the  pupil's 
■own  practical  experiments,  so  that  Nature  should  offer  the 
information  in  her  own  way,  rather  than  the  master 
■or  books,  and  the  pupil's  powers  of  observation  and  deduc- 
ftion  should  be  encouraged.    Such  a  system  might  be  applied 

to  botany  with  equally  good  results,  and  with  the  further 
advantage  that  the  air  and  exercise  obtained  in  collecting 
■^the  necessary  material  for  study  would  give  health  and 

■  strength  and  counteract  the  evil  effects  of  modern  indoor  life. 

I  propose  to  occupy  the  space  placed  at  my  disposal  in  the 
"  Corner  for  Students "  by  a  scheme  for  studying  field 
"botany  which  I  have  found  has  encouraged  those  of  my  ap- 
..prentices  who  had  scientific  tastes  and  has  provided  them 
with  a  healthy  and  .profitable  occupation  for  their  leisure 
■time,  so  enabling  them  at  a  later  stage  to  prepare  for  their 
■examinations  with  greater  ease  and  more  lasting  results. 
Any  young  student  who  may  adopt  my  suggestion  and 
.familiarise  himself  with  plant  forms  and  plant  life  in  the 
fields  and  woods,  will  find  his  subsequent  college  training 
less  drudgery  and  more  lasting  in  its  effects  than  is  usually 
the  case,  while  his  country  walks  will  afford  healthy  exer- 
■cise  and  a  change  from  his  indoor  life. 

The  first  step  towards  becoming  a  field  botanist  must  be 

■  to  learn  something  of  botanical  language.  Without  this  it 
lis  impossible  to  communicate  knowledge  to  others,  or  to 

■  learn  from  others  what  they  may  have  to  tell  us.  For  this 
iipurpose  he  should  purchase  "Oliver's  Botany"  (Blackie  & 

Son,  2s.)  and  read  carefully  the  chapters  referring  to  the 
i-root,  the  stem,  the  leaves  and  hairs,  branching  and  branch 
-systems,  the  inflorescence  and  flowers,  and  the  fruit  and 
seed.  Other  portions  of  the  book  may  be  omitted  until  later, 
when  the  student  has  a  microscope  at  his  disposal.  It  will 
not  be  necessary  to  commit  these  chapters  to  memory,  as  the 
'book  can  be  referred  to  when  necessary,  and  in  practical 
work  one  easily  remembers  terms  in  frequent  use,  but  the 
•chapters  must  be  read  carefully  and  if  necessary  re-read 
'until  the  student  is  quite  familiar  with  theu'  contents  and 
■can  quickly  refer  for  information. 

Our  field  work  now  commences.  During  the  winter  season, 
-when  fields  and  woods  will  be  devoid  of  plant  life,  the  stu- 
dent may  continue  his  work  by  obtaining  material  for  study 
from  greenhouses  or  shops.  Scraps  of  plants  can  be  made 
use  of,  though  complete  plants  are  advisable.  Usually  some 
good-natured  florist  will  assist  the  young  botanist  by  letting 
him  have  such  material  as  he  requires  at  small  cost,  and  when 
■spring  returns  he  can  continue  work  in  earnest. 

The  student  must  obtain  roots,  leaves,  and  flowers,  and 
■compare  them  with  the  descriptions  in  his  text-book,  and 
•thus  familiarise  himself  with  plant  forms  and  botanical  lan- 
iguage.  His  next  step  will  be  to  purchase  "  Botanical  Tables 
tor  the  Use  of  Junior  Students,"  by  A.  B.  Buckley  (Mac- 
•-millan  &  Co.,  Is.  6(7.),  or  Holmes's  "  Botanical  Note-book  " 
iT.  Christy  &  Co.,  7>s.),  and  having  brought  home  from  the 
fields  a  complete  plant,  including  root,  stem,  leaves,  flowers, 
and  fruit — or  two  or  more  specimens  if  he  cannot  obtain  all 
'these  on  one  plant — he  must  write  out  a  description  of  his 
■specimens  with  the  assistance  of  the  tables  for  describing 
plants  given  in  those  works.  In  the  first  table  he  will  find  the 
•(terms  used  in  describing  plants  tabulated  under  the  head- 
cags  of  "  Eoots,"  "Leaves,''  "Flowers,"  etc.,  from  which 


those  terms  which  apply  to  his  specimen  can  be  selected  and 
written  down,  each  under  its  proper  heading.  Thus,  if  the 
plant  he  is  describing  happens  to  be  a  buttercup,  he  will  find 
that  its  root  is  fibrous,  its  stem  branching  and  hairy,  herba- 
ceous ;  and  if  his  plant  happens  to  be  the  species  known  as  the 
"bulbous  buttercup"  (Hanunculus  hulbosus)  he  will  find 
that  the  stem  is  swollen  at  its  base  and  almost  bulbous.  The 
leaves  he  will  find  to  be  both  radical  and  cauline,  alternate, 
petiolate,  exstipulate,  pinnatisect  into  three,  five,  or  seven 
segments,  dentate,  apex  acute,  surface  hairy,  colour  dark 
green,  deciduous.  Inflorescence  panicled.  Flowers  regular, 
dichlamydeous,  perfect ;  calyx  polysepalous,  five  sepals,  in- 
ferior, regular,  green,  deciduous ;  corolla  five  petals,  poly- 
petalous,  hypogenous,  regular,  deciduous,  yellow,  with  a 
little  scale  at  the  base  of  each ;  stamens  indefinite,  hypo- 
gynous ;  pistil  superior,  carpels  indefinite,  apocarpous. 
Fruit,  achenes  ;  seeds  with  two  cotyledons. 

Having  carefully  described  his  plant,  the  student  must 
next  decide  upon  the  natural  order  to  which  the  plant  be- 
longs. For  this  purpose  he  must  refer  to  the  tables  included 
for  that^  purpose  in  the  above  works.  The  leaves  are  net- 
veined,  the  parts  of  the  flower  in  fives,  and  the  seeds  dico- 
tyledonous, therefore  it  belongs  to  one  of  the  orders  g^rowped. 
with  the  dicotyledons.  The  petals  are  distinct  from  one 
another,  and  the  petals  and  stamens  are  on  the  thalamus, 
our  plant  therefore  will  he  found  among  those  included  in 
the  sub-class  Thalamifloroe.  The  stamens  are  numerous,  and 
the  carpels  distinct,  or  apocarpous,  therefore  it  belongs  to 
the  natural  order  Ranunculacece,  and  will  be  found  to  con- 
form with  the  full  descriptions  given  in  our  floras  of  the 
plants  of  that  natural  order. 

It  now  only  remains  for  the  student  to  find  the  generic 
and  specific  names  of  the  plant.  To  do  this  reference  should 
be  made  to  a  handbook  of  British  flora ;  that  by  Bentham 
and  Hooker  (Reeve  &  Co.,  lO.s.)  is  the  best  for  students. 
The  task  will  be  simplified,  for  we  know  that  the  plant 
must  be  one  of  those  belonging  to  the  natural  order  Ranun- 
culacece. I  will,  however,  defer  this  next  stage  in  the  re- 
search until  the  next  lesson.

To  relieve  the  difficulty  experienced  by  consignees  of 
postal  packages  for  Australia,  the  Comonwealth  Customs 
Department  calls  attention  to  the  regulation  which  requires 
the  senders  of  postal  packages  not  exceeding  101.  in  value, 
to  which  the  following  conditions  apply,  to  endorse,  in  the 
presence  of,  and  witnessed  by,  a  British  postal  officer,  the 


I following  declaration  :  "  The  contents  of  this  package  are 
not  merchandise  for  sale,  and  ©very  article  herein  to  the 
e.xtent  of  at  least  one-fourth  of  its  present  value,  is  bond  fid& 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Deleterious  Sheep-dips. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  oi>. 
June  24,  Mr.  J.  E.  Fawcett  (Lord  Mayor)  said  a  serious 
mistake  had  been  made  by  the  Governments  concerned  in. 
recommending  the  use  of  sheep-dips  which  were  deleterious 
to  wool  in  the  Orange  River  Colony  and  the  Transvaal.  The- 
caustic  soda  now  being  used  in  the  South  African  dips  is 
bad,  since  it  dissolves  wool-fibre,  and  is  harmful  even  in  its- 
most  diluted  form.  The  attention  of  the  two  Governments- 
concerned  is  to  be  called  to  the  error  which  has  been/ 
made. 

Bogus  Orders. 
Robert  Lucas,  a  young  Australian  who  claimed  to  be  a 
cattle  doctor,  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  hard  labour 
at  Reading  on  July  1  for  obtaining  money  on  false  pre- 
tences. He  appears  to  have  victimised  several  chemists, 
around  Devizes  by  representing  himself  as  a  farmer  and^ 
ordering  "Lucas  &  Co.'s  Cattle  Healer."  In  due  time  the 
orders  and  remittances  reached  him,  and  some  stuff  made 
for  him  in  Reading  was  sent  in  return.  He  owes  bl.  to  the- 
manufacturer  who  made  up  the  preparation. 

Beecham  in  Bulk.

Islington  Guardians. 

The  Islington  Board  of  Guardians  has  received  a  letter 
from   the    Local    Government    Board    with    regard  to> 
Messrs.    Adcock,    Easton    &    Co.'s    quotation    to  the- 
Guardians  for  hydrozone  and  hydrozone  powder.  The 
iirm  are  advised  '  by  their  solicitors  that   uhere  is  no- 
contract.    The  dominating  factor  in  the  case  is,  they  say^ 
that  they  sent  samples  with  their  tender,  and  this  being  so 
it  must  have  been  obvious  to  the  Guardians  that  their 
tender  related  to  tliose  samples.    In  any  case  the  delivery- 
of  the  samples  operated  as  notice  to  the  Guardians  that- 
their  tender  related  to  those  samples.    The  samples  were- 
clearly  labelled,  and,  in  view  of  this,  their  solicitors  ad- 
vised them  that  it  is  not  open  to  the  Guardians  to  say  that- 
iheir  tender  had  reference  to  other  commodities.    The  firm- 
admit  that  the   difficulty   arose   from   the  carelessn-iss- 
of  one  of  their  servants,  and  the  Local  Government  Board' 
suggested  that  it  would  be  equitable  if  the  Guardians 
offered  to  terminate  the  contract  in  respect  of  the  articles- 
in  dispute.    The  Chairman  (Mr.  G.  S.  Elliott)  moved  that, 
a  letter  be  sent  in  reply  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
stating  that  the  Guardians  were  very  much  surprised  at- 
the  suggestion  made  by  the  Board,  as  they  knew  by  long; 
experience  that  it  would  lead  to  great  laxity  and  make- 
it  almost  impossible  for  them  to  carry  on  their  business 
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if  contracts  were  to  be  determined  on  the  ground  sug- 
gested. The  Chairman  considered  the  letter  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  a  most  extraordinary  one,  and 
he  thought  they  should  be  made  to  bear  the  responsibility 
of  terminating  the  contract.  Mr.  T.  H.  Dey  pointed  out 
that  a  palpable  error  was  made  by  one  of  the  firm's  ser- 
vants, and  he  did  not  think  the  firm  should  be  made  to 
suffer  a  heavy  loss.  An  amendment  that  the  contract  be 
terminated,  as  suggested,  was  lost,  and  the  motion  of  the 
Chairman  was  carried. 

The  Patent  Act  Requirement. 
The  manufacturers  of  Sanatogen  are  starting  works  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Penzance  in  order  to  meet  the  require- 
ments as  to  the  working  of  patents  in  the  United' Kingdom. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  to  duplicate  the  Hanover 
Works  in  Cornwall — a  county  famed  for  its  pure  milk- 
supply.  The  premises  acquired  are  disused  smelting  works 
known  as  Stalsle  Hobba,  near  Newlyn,  Penzance.  These 
are  to  be  rebuilt  and  suitably  equipped  for  the  manufacture 
Qf  this  product.  The  step  is  taken  in  consequence  of 
Sanatogen  being  the  subject  of  letters  patent. 

Birmingham  Notes. 
Master  S.  T.  T.  Geary,  son  of  Mr.  S.  Geary,  chemist, 
Oldbury,  has,  in  competition,  secured  a  scholarship  at 
King  Edward's  High  School,  Birmingham,  this  being  the 
third  he  has  won.

About  a  dozen  bottles  of  the  finished  product 
in  the  orthodox  stone  bottles  are  placed  near  these  articles. 

Tanbridge  Wells  and  District  Chemists'  Association.

scen.  ry.  The  meeting,  however,  decided  to  await  further 
developments  before  appointing  representatives  to  serve  on 
the  committee  which  had  been  formed  at  the  Conference. 
It  has  been  arranged  to  have  a  picnic  on  Thursday,  July  9, 
when  it  is  hoped  will  be  inaugurated  the  first  of  a  series 
of  such  events.  Ladies  are  particularly  invited  to  take  part 
in  the  trip. 

Middlesex  Drugs. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Middlesex  county  analyst  (Mr. 
E.  J.  Bevan)  states  that  ninety-six  samples  of  drugs  were 
examined  during  the  year,  of  which  five,  or  5.2  per  cent., 
were  adulterated.  An  interesting  report  has  also  been 
issued  by_Mr.  Eichard  Robinson,  barrister-at-law,  chief 
of  the  weights  and  measures  staff  of  the  Council,  on  the 
administration  of  the  Acts  for  the  year  which  ended  on 
March  31.  Mr.  Robinsfin  only  took  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment in  the  last  quarter  In  his  report  he  comments  upon 
informal  sampling,  which  is  intended  to  elicit  the  character 
of  goods  sold,  a  thing  which  can  be  tested  well  in  an  in- 


formal manner,  and  he  solicits  the  co-operation  of  rate- 
payers, who,  he  suggests,  should  set  aside  periodically 
samples  of  such  things  as  milk  for  analysis.  With  reference 
to  drugs,  Mr.  Robinson's  tables  show  that  eighty-fi.ve  were 
examined  in  1905-6,  eighty-two  in  1905-7,  and  ninety-six 
in  1907-8,  the  percentage  of  adulteration  being  5.2;  but, 
he  remarks  : 

The  pei-centage  of  adulterated  samples  of  drugs  is  a  little 
illusory ;  two  of  the  five  samples  reported  as  adulterated 
would  not  have  been  so  certified  if  the  analyst  had  been 
informed  of  the  labels  on  the  samples  and  the  circumstances 
of  their  sale.    Two  samples  reported  against  were  tincture 
of  iodine  deficient  in  iodine  ;  and  the  third,  purchased  as 
cream  of  tartar,  proved  to  consist  entirely  of  tartaric  acid. 
Another  table  shows  that  the  drugs  were  camphorated 
oil,  20;  cream  of  tartar,  16;  compound  liquorice-powder, 
10;  prescriptions,  3;  tincture  of  iodine,  14;  and  miscel- 
Ifineous,  33.    Out  of  ten  samples  of  mineral  waters  six 
were  adulterated. 

Clacton  Notes. 

A  new  pharmacy  is  being  opened  at  Warwick  Parade, 
Old  Road,  Clacton-on-Sea.  The  fixtures  and  carboys  are 
in  situ,  but  the  name  has  not  yet  been  put  on  the  facia. 

The  "Genuine  Drug-stores,"  the  opening  of  which  was 
announced  several  months  ago,  is  now  opened  at  the  corner 
of  Pallister  and  Beach  Roads,  Clacton-on-Sea.  The  pro- 
prietor is  Mr.  John  Holloway,  late  of  Wood  Green. 

Pharmacy  is  well  represented  at  the  new  church  of  St. 
James's,  Clacton.  No  less  than  three  office-bearers  are 
pharmaceutical  chemists  :  Mr.  C.  H.  Grosvenor  is  people's 
warden,  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Mayfield  and  Mr.  W.  Maskew  are 
sidesmen.

He  acquired  house  after 
house  in  this  road,  converting  them  into  new  premises, 
and  even  now  builders  are  erecting  a  new  shop. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Shot  Dead. — The  "Oil.  Paint,  and  Drug  Reporter" 
announces  that  Mr.  E.  W.  Davis,  head  of  the  Perry  Davis 
Co.,  New  York,  was  on  June  19  accidentally  shot  and 
killed  at  his  camp  on  the  Cascapedia  River. 

Ammonia  Soja  in  Hungary. — According  to  the  "  Vegyes- 
zeti  Lapok,"  a  new  enterprise,  under  the  title  "  Deeser 
Ammoniaksodafabriks  A.G.,"  has  been  founded.  The 
capital  of  the  company  amounts  to  three  million  kronen, 
and  a  large  factory  is  to  be  established  in  Dees. 

The  Pboprietary  Medicine  Bill  now  before  the 
Canadian  House  of  Commons  was  on  June  17  referred  to 
a  committee  consisting  of  the  Hon.  William  Templeman 
and  Messrs.  G.  H.  Mclntyre,  Beland,  Thomas  Chisholm, 
and  Spoorle.  This  Committee  will  hear  what  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  of  Canada  have  to  say  about  it.  Mr. 
Templeman  has  intimated  that  at  the  third  reading  he 
■will  propose  several  amendments.  It  is  expected  that  this 
■will  happen  during  July. 

Santo  Domingo  Imports. — The  imports  of  chemicals, 
drugs,  and  dyes  into  Santo  Domingo  during  1907  amounted 
to  $79,260,  being  an  increase  of  $14,108  on  1906  and  $21,010 
on  1905.  Proprietary  medicines  formed  a  large  percentage 
of  the  entries  under  this  heading,  chief  among  them  being 
the  emulsions  and  preparations  of  cod-liver  oil,  which, 
o^wing  to  free  admission,  are  imported  in  relatively  large 
quantities.  The  United  Kingdom's  share  of  these  supplies 
amounted  to  $2,243,  or  a  falling-off  of  $3,739  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  and  of  $1,522  compared  with 
1905.  The  United  States  furnished  these  goods  to  the 
value  of  $57,251,  and  France  to  the  extent  of  $12,959,  being 
a  gain  for  that  country  of  $5,896  over  the  preceding  year ; 
and  Germany,  with  $4,877,  was  substantially  ahead  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  showed,  besides,  a  steady  increase 
since  1905. 


India  and  the.  East.

Poison-selling. — The  provis/ions  of  the  i'oisons  Act, 
1904,  have  been  extended  to  Baluchistan. 

Illicit  Cocaine  in  Bombay. — Among  the  samples  sent  by 
the  Customs  for  examination  to  detect  illicit  cocaine  was  a 
bottle  labelled  "  Cinchoninse  Murias,"  which  proved  on 
examination  to  be  hydrochloride  of  cocaine ;  800  oz.  of 
this  drug  was  seized  by  the  Customs  authorities,  who  dis- 
pose of  it  to  dealers  at  a  very  low  rate. 

Indenting  Direct. — The  Government  of  India  have 
authorised  several  heads  of  scientific  departments  in  India 
to  indent  direct,  instead  of,  as  heretofore,  through  the 
Director-General  of  Stores,  India  Office,  on  manufacturers 
or  dealers  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States, 
Japan,  or  other  foreign  countries  for  such  articles  as  may 
be  wanted  for  experimental  or  research  purposes  in  their 
respective  Departments. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Postal  and  Telegraph  Rates. — The  French  Postal  Com- 
mittee has  adopted  the  proposal  for  the  reduction  of  the- 
postal  rate  for  letters  between  France  and  England  from. 
25c.  (2^d.)  to  10c.  {Id.),  and  the  telegraph  rate  from  20c. 
(2d.)  to  10c.  {Id.) 

Dispensing  Accident. — ^A  Paris  pharmacist  is  accuh^d. 
of  supplying  cachets  containing  oxalate  of  potash  instead 
of  antipyrin  to  a  customer,  with  the  result  that  the  latter 
was  nearly  poisoned.  The  police  have  taken  the  matter  in- 
hand,  and  the  question  of  compensation  has  been  raised. 

Inspection  of  Pharmacies. — The  French  Parliament, 
not  having  been  able  to  vote  the  proposed  new  pharmacy- 
laws  which  have  been  brought  before  it  from  time  to  time,, 
seems  inclined  to  revise  the  existing  laws  and  regulations- 
somewhat  in  piecemeal  fashion.  Thus  the  French  Senate- 
voted  a  few  days  ago  in  a  first  reading  the  proposal  already 
adopted  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  modifying  Articles  29,. 
30,  and  31  of  the  Law  of  Germinal  21,  Year  XL,  changing, 
in  a  certain  measure  the  organisation  of  schools  of  phar- 
macy in  France  as  regards  the  connection  with  the  inspection' 
of  pharmacies  and  the  repression  of  frauds. 

Chambers  of  Commerce.— The  law  of  February  19,  1908,, 
provides  that  all  commergants  who  have  paid  "patent" 
(kept  open  shop)  for  five  years  shall  have  the  right  to  vote- 
at  elections  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  France,  in  the- 
same  way  as  they  are  already  electors  for  the  Tribunals  of 
Commerce.  Hitherto  pharmacists  have  rarely  been  electors, 
and  scarcely  ever  members,  of  French  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce, but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  after  the  next  elections- 
take  place  (December  1908)  they  will  be  more  to  the  fore.  In 
France  Chambers  of  Commerce  are  official  bodies,  which. 
fac+.  gives  them  a  slightly  different  standing  from  those  in. 
Great  Britain. 

Under  False  Pretences.— A  letter  was  presented  a  few 
days  ago  at  a  pharmacy  in  the  suburbs  of  Paris  signedl 
by  M.  Vasson,  proprietor  of  the  Park  of  Villennes,  and 
requesting  that  sufficient  strychnine  be  delivered  to  bearor 
"  to  exterminate  the  foxes  which  infested  his  park."  The- 
fox  being  "  vermin"  pure  and  simple  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  forest  of  St.  Germain,  the  pharmacist  delivered  a 
certain  quantity  of  the  poison  to  the  girl.  A  few  day& 
later  the  young  servant  in  question  (Suzanne  Pignolet,. 
aged  nineteen)  shut  herself  in  her  room  during  the  after- 
noon, but  her  cries  speedily  routed  the  house.  A  doctoB 
was  immediately  called  in,  but  could  only  diagnose  the- 
cause  of  death  as  strychnine-poisoning.  The  letter  she- 
handed  to  the  pharmacist  was  found  to  be  in  her  own  hand- 
writing. 

The  Reform  in  Studies.- The  French  Minister  of  Public- 
Instruction,  M.  Doumergue,  presided  a  few  days  ago  at  the- 
first  sitting  of  the  Commission  charged  with  the  reform  of 
pharmaceutical  studies  in  France,  of  which  some  details 
were  given  recently  in  ihe  C.  <£•  D.  He  drew  attention  to. 
the  following  points  as  being  the  principal  ones  which  would 
occupy  the  attention  of  the  Commission— i.e.  : 

1.  The  apprenticeship  (or  "  stage  ").— What  should  be  ita 
length?  What  place  should  it  occupy  m  the  course  of 
studies?    What  is  it  worth  ?  . 

2.  The  examinatior.s.— Is  there  any  reason  for  moditymg

4.  Attributions  of  the  pharmacy  schools  accorCing  to  the- 
authority  with  which  they  are  invested.  •  ,  . 

5.  Position  of  second-class  pharmacists  who  wish  to- 
obtain  the  diploma  of  first-class  pharmacists.  _ 

Paris  Academy  of  Sciences. — At  the  meeting  on  Mon- 
day, June  29,  M.  Henri  Becquerel  was  elected  permanent 
Secretary  for  the  Section  of  Physical  Sciences.  This  post 
is  much  "sought  after  by  French  scientific  men.  _  Originally 
M.  E.  Perier,  the  eminent  Director  of  the  Paris  Museum,, 
was  also  a  candidate,  but  he  withdrew  before  the  election. 
M.  Becquerel,  who  is  President  for  the  current  year  of  the- 
same  Academy,  is  well  known  for  his  researches  and  dis- 
coveries in  the  domain  of  physics;  he  was  awarded  the- 
Nobel  prize  in  1903.

Cape  Colony, 

Illeg/\l  Dispensing. — At  Cape  Town  Police  Court  on 
•June  5,  Vaughan  Stewart  Steele  was  fined  51.  for  contra- 
vening the  Pharmacy  Act  by  practising  as  a  chemist  and 
•druggist  without  licence.  Police  evidence  showed  that  the 
•defendant  made  up  a  prescription  on  May  19  at  the 
■chemist's  shop  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Cooper,  at  the  corner  of 
Shortmarket  and  Adderley  Streets,  Cape  Town. 

Chemist  and  Dentist. — Mr.  A.  Wilkins,  chemist  and 
•optician,  was  charged  before  the  East  London  Magistrate 
recently  with  contravening  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Act  and  unlawfully  practising  as  a  dentist.  The  evidence 
.-showed  that  Mr.  Wilkins  had  extracted  teeth  t^r  various 
people,  but  that  he  had  made  no  charge  for  his  services. 
'The  Magistrate  referred  the  case  to  the  Solicitor-General, 
who  under  the  circumstances  declined  to  prosecute. 

Drug-drinking  in  Cape  Colony. — In  connection  with 
■ihis  subject  curious  statistics  were  mentioned  at  a  meet- 
ling  of  the  George  Farmers'  Association  in  May.  A  Dutch 
pastor  asserted  that  one  of  his  flock  confessed  that  he 
-bought  sixty  bottles  of  Hoffmann's  drops  (spt.  aether,  co.) 
in  one  day  at  6cl.  each.  On  questioning  a  storekeeper  on 
:the  subject  the  pastor  elicited  the  information  that  40,000 
•bottles  of  a  certain  preparation  had  been  sold  within 
■quite  a  short  time.  Behind  one  house  he  found  over  a 
wagon-load  of  empty  bottles,  mostly  small  ones.  No  one 
■doubts  that  the  habit  is  widely  prevalent  in  the  Colony. 
Enormous  quantities  of  eau  de  Cologne,  chlorodyne,  and 
■certain  proprietary  medicines  containing  stimulating  or 
warming  ingredients  are  consumed  in  the  native  terri- 
itories. 

Natal. 

Proposed  New  Legislation. — A  Bill  "to  amend  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Acts  "  has  just  appeared  in  the 
Natal  Government  "Gazette,"  and  will  be  introduced  by 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  at  the  next  Session.  At  first 
■•sight  it  seems  that  properly  certificated  chemists  will  be 
■very  little  affected  by  the  proposed  alterations. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Ne\v  Examination  Regulation. — The  Government 
"Gazette"  for  June  6  contained  the  following  regulation 
for  the  examination  of  chemists  and  druggists,  which  has 
ireceived  the  Governor's  assent,  and  now  becomes  law  : 

That  all  candidates  who  shall  fail  to  satisfy  the  examiners 
shall  be  referred  by  them  to  their  studies  for  a  period  be-ig 
not  less  than  three  months  and  not  more  than  six  months, 
as  <he  examiners  may  think  fit,  and  shall  not  be  re-examined 
before  the  period  for  which  they  have  been  referred  has 
expired. 

Sale  op  Intoxicating  Liquors  to  Natives. — At  Vrede, 
O.E.C.,  on  June  4,  Ebenezer  Langham,  chemist,  was 
•charged  before  Mr.  Evans,  Assistant  Kesident  Magistrate, 
with  selling  liquor  to  natives.  The  Magistrate  strongly 
•commented  on  the  case.  The  accused  was  fined  501.,  or 
three  months'  imprisonment. 


NATAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY. 

The  annual  meeting-  of  this  Society  took  place  in  Durban  on 
May  21,  Mr.  Johnston  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  Iililler.  Roadknight,  Wilson,  Hare, 
Brown,  Firth.  Anderson.  Acton,  Hamlin,  Stuart- Jones, 
Forth,  Edwards,  Read,  and  S.  K.  Elgie  (Hon.  Secretary). 

The  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society's  letter  regarding  the 
Natal  Preliminary  examination  was  one  of  the  first  subjects 
to  come  forward,  and  the  meeting  confirmed  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary's  reply  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board 


should  be  addressed  on  the  matter.  The  Hon.  Secretary  was 
authorised  to  open  correspondence  with  the  Cape  Society. 
The  President  remarked  that  the  standard  of  the  Natal  Pre- 
liminary examination  is  higher  than  that  of  the  Cape. 

The  next  subject  discussed  was  that  of  the  report  of  the 
Hon.  Secretary  and  Mr.  Forth  on  the  interview  which  they 
had  with  the  manager  of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  Durban 
branch,  as  a  result  of  which  the  following  statements  have 
been  submitted  in  writing  by  the  manager  to  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary : 

1.  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  were  very  much  afraid  that 
it  would  be  found  impossible  to  restrict  the  supply  of  their 
foods  and  cocoa  to  chemists,  owing  to  so  many  wholesale 
merchants  importing  the  goods  independently. 

2.  That  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  were  in  full  sympathy 
with  any  scheme  which  had  for  its  object  the  discontinuance 
of  "  cutting."  That  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would 
provide  the  firm  with  a  fi.xed  minimum  retail  price  every 
eft'ort  would  be  taken  to  maintain  it,  and  that  any  goods 
supplied  to  stores  would  be  delivered  subject  to  a  com- 
pliance with  such  condition.  That  Messrs.  Allen  &  Han- 
burys would  be  pleased  to  make  representations  on  such 
a  basis  to  importing  merchants,  at  the  same  time  inviting 
their  cordial  co-operation.  The  firm  wished  it  to  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  only  goods  required  for  bona-fide 
trade  or  professional  purposes  could  be  supplied,  and  that 
on  no  account  could  goods  be  supplied  to  a  private  con- 
sumer. 

The  letter  created  a  most  favourable  impression,  and  it  was 
felt  that  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  would  do  their  utmost 
to  conserve  the  interests  of  the  trade. 

Mr.  Elgie  then  submitted  a  report  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Society  for  the  past  year.  This  dealt  primarily  with  the 
state  of  commercial  affairs  in  Natal  during  the  year  1907-8, 
in  the  course  of  which  it  was  stated  that  the  total  import- 
trade  of  South  Africa  had  fallen  13  per  cent,  during  1907 — • 
from  29.9  million  pounds  to  25.9  million  pounds;  Natal's 
share  fell  from  8.2  million  pounds  to  7.02  million  pounds,  ot 
14  per  cent.    Tlie  figures  for  1906-7,  etc.,  were:

The  last  item  for  1907  (12,161Z.)  included  a  large  amount  of 
drugs  for  dispensing  purposes.  From  the  statement  of 
"  Spirits  Distilled"  it  appears  that  in  1907  2,488  proof  gals, 
of  rectified  spirits  were  released  for  chemists  and  druggists, 
against  2,438  gals,  in  1906,  out  of  totals  of  85,316  gals,  in  1907 
and  103.231  gals,  in  1906  removed  for  home  consumption. 

The  report  proceeded  to  state  that  the  membership  of  the 
Society  at  present  is  fifty  in  regular  business.  Throughout 
the  year  five  committee  meetings  were  held,  five  regular 
meetings  and  two  special  meetings. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  the  President  com- 
mented upon  the  year's  work,  after  which  the  Hon.  Secretary 
submitted  a  balance-sheet,  which  was  adopted.  Mr.  Johnston 
was  cordially  thanked  for  his  services,  and  the  new  ofiice- 
bearers  were  elected:  Mr.  J.  M.  Read  (elected  President  of 
the  Society),  Mr.  G.  Stuart-Jones  (Vice-President);  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  Johnston,  Anderson,  Acton,  and  Champion;, 
Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie. 

A  suggestion  that  unqualified  assistants  should  be  admitted 
as  associates  of  the  Society  at  a  reduced  subscription  was 
allowed  to  stand  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  A 
committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Anderson,  Forth,  and  Jones, 
was  appointed  to  interview  Durban  chemists  with  a  view  to 
securing  the  closing  of  shops  on  Saturday  afternoons  and 
shortening  the  Sunday  houii.

Commonwealth. 

Opium-growing. — Poppy-growing  is  increasing,  and  as 
several  States  have  neglected  to  pass  legislation  dealing 
■with  the  matter,  the  Federal  Opium  Prohibition  Proclama- 
tion is  being  circumvented.  A  heavy  Excise  duty  is  to  be 
imposed.  The  Postmaster-General  has  prohibited  the 
transmission  of  smoking-opium  through  the  post. 

Morphine  Duty. — On  May  12  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Customs  of  the  Commonwealth  issued  the  following 
notice  to  Customs  collectors  : 

Bromal  hydrate,  chloral  hydrate,  chloralose,  dionine, 
heroin,  peronine,  trional,  butyl  chloral,  chloralamido, 
chloretone,  dormiol,  hypnogene,  hypnone,  sulphonal,  ure- 
thane,  chloralamide,  hedonal,  tetronal,  veronal,  heroin 
hydrochloride,  hypnal,  morphine  hydrochloride,  morphine 
tartrate,  morphine  hydrobromide,  morphine  meconate, 
morphine  sulphate,  codeine,  and  other  narcotic  drug  (both 
natural  and  synthetic)  substitutes  for  morphine,  to  be  ad- 
mitted free  as  unspecified. 

This  decision  has  been  in  consequence  of  representations 
made  to  the  Comptroller-General  that  morphine,  codeine, 
heroin,  etc.,  could  not  be  regarded  as  "preparations  con- 
taining opium,"  but  are  derivatives  not  included  in  the 
item  of  the  Customs  tariff.  The  Department  had  been 
charging  duty  on  these  derivatives  on  the  basis  of  opium 
containing  12^  per  cent,  of  morphine. 

Mr.  Beale's  Eeport. — On  May  15  Dr.  Liddell  asked  the 
Prime  Minister  :  (1)  Whether  it  is  a  fact  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  withdrawn  from  circulation  the  revised  report 
of  Mr.  O.  C.  Beale  on  secret  drugs  ?  (2)  If  so,  for  what 
reason  ?  (3)  What  has  been  the  total  cost  to  date  of  thece 
reports  ?  (4)  What  does  the  Government  propose  to  do 
with  the  revised  report,  which  has  been  compiled  at  so 
much  cost  and  labour?  Mr.  Deakin  replied  that  no  issue 
of  the  revised  report  had  been  authorised,  pending  legis- 
lation. The  account  for  printing  has  not  yet  been  sub- 
mitted, but  on  the  title-page  of  the  report  there  is  a  state- 
ment that  the  approximate  cost  of  printing  is  477^.  8s. 
Freight  charges  amounting  to  151.  have  been  paid.  On 
May  20  Dr.  Liddell  asked  the  Prime  Minister  what 
there  is  in  the  revised  report  of  Mr.  0.  C.  Beale  on  secret 
drugs,  etc.,  that  required  special  legislation  before  it  could 
be  circulated.  The  Prime  Minister  replied  evasively. 
Legislative  protection,  he  said,  is  required  for  reports  of 
various  kinds.  In  Great  Britain  an  Act  of  Parliament 
protects  the  publication  of  reports  and  papers  published 
on  the  authority  of  either  House  of  Parliament.  No 
similar  Act  is  in  force  in  the  Commonwealth. — A  state- 
ment was  published  recently  that  the  report  was  not  to  be 
proceeded  with  or  published  any  further.  This  apparently 
is  premature,  if  not  incorrect. 

New  South  Wales. 

Assistants'  Uniox. — The  uncertainty  as  to  the  legal 
position  of  chemists'  assistants  in  the  Shop  Acsistants' 
Union  and  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  by  the  masters  still 
exists  (see  C.  <fc  D.,  June  27,  p.  957).  ":Mr.  R.  J.  Stuart- 
Robertson,  M.L.A.,  President  of  the  Shop  Assistants' 
Union,  is  interviewing  a  number  of  suburban  pharmaci.'-.ts 
of  Sydney,  advocating  G  p.m.  as  the  hour  of  closing.  The 
intrusion  of  outside  bodies  in  this  question  is  considered 
to  be  significant. 


Birthday  Honours. 


ON  the  occasion  of  the  oflicial  celebration  of  his. 
Majesty's  birthday  (June  26)  a  large  number  of 
honours  conferred  by  him  were  gazetted  on  that  day.  A 
baronetcy  has  been  conferred  on  Mr.  Hudson  Ew'banke 
Kearley,  M.P.,  a  member  of  the  Government  and  a  partner 
in  the  business  of  Messrs.  Kearlev  &  Tonge,  tea  merchants.

and  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished  medical  graduates 
of  the  Edinburgh  University,  where  his  researches  were- 
on  subjects  which  have  revolutionised  medical  treat- 
ment. Coming  to  London,  he  in  1870  passed  the  examina- 
tion as  a  IMember  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,, 
and  subsequently  was  appointed  lecturer  in  pharmacology 
and  therapeutics  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  of  whicla 
he  is  now  a  consulting  physician.  He  is  one  of  the  leading 
therapeutists  of  the  day,  irrespective  of  country,  and  the- 
author  of  numerous  works  on  that  subject  and  on  disorders 
of  the  digestion.  He  was  knighted  in  1900.  He  has  oeere 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  since  1887. 

Sir  William  Watson  Cheyne,  Professor  of  Surgery, 
King's  College,  London,  succeeded  Lord  Lister  in  that 
capacity,  graduated  as  M.B.,  CM.  at  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity in"  1875,  aTid  became  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College 
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of  Surgeons,  England,  in  1879.  He  was  Hunterian  Pro- 
fessor at  the  Koyal  College  of  Surgeons  from  1888  to  1890, 
and  is  the  author  of  works  on  antiseptic  surgery,  suppura- 
tion, treatment  of  wounds,  and  other  works  of  a  surgical 
nature.  During  the  Eoer  War  he  was  appointed  consult- 
ing civil  surgeon  to  the  Forces  in  South  Africa,  and  was 
mentioned  in  despatches,  having  the  C.B.  conferred  upon 
him,  besides  the  war  medal. 

Among  the  new  knights  is  Colonel  David  Bruce,  C.B., 
F.R.S.,  Professor  of  Tropical  Medicine,  Royal  Army 
Medical  College.  Sir  David  was  born  in  Melbourne,  Vic- 
toria, of  Scottish  parents,  and  was  educated  in  Scotland, 
.graduating  as  M.B.,  CM.  at  the  Edinburgh  University 
in  1881.  He  was  Director  of  the  Royal  Society's  Commis- 
&ion  for  the  Investigation  of  Sleeping  Sickness,  and  Chair- 
m,an  of  the  Commission  for  the  Investigation  of  Mediter- 
ranean Fever,  which  inquiry  resulted  in  his  discovery  that 
the  goat  is  an  intermediary  in  transmitting  the  fever.  He 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Government  to  proceed  to 
East  Africa  for  the  further  investigation  of  sleeping 
sickness,  and  will  be  accompanied  by  his  wife. 

Dr.  Robert  William  Burnet,  M.D.,  upon  whom  a  knight- 
hood is  also  conferred,  is  Honorary  Physician  to  the 
Pri)ice  of  Wales  and  senior  physician  at  the  Great 
Northern  Central  Hospital,  Holloway.  He  was  medical 
attendant  to  the  late  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Bannerman. 
After  graduating  in  medicine  at  the  University  of  Aber- 
deen in  1875,  Sir  Robert  came  to  London,  and  was  private 
assistant  to  the  late  Sir  Andrew  Clark  for  some  time.  In 
1882-3  he  travelled  in  Canada  as  medical  attendant  to  the 
Princess  Louise  and  the  Marquis  of  Lorne.  On  his  return 
he  commenced  practice  in  London  as  a  consultant,  and 
became  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  in 
1894.  He  has  published  works  on  dietetics  and  disorders 
of  the  heart  and  liver.

Legal  Reports. 


Medicine-stamp  Act,  1812. 

Betts'  Cough  Elixir. 
At  the  Petty  Sessions  held  at  Woodbridge,  Suffolk,  on 
Thursday,  June  25,  Mr.  H.  F.  Harwood  being  the  presiding 
Magistrate,  Mr.  Charles  E.  0.  Betts,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Woodbridge,  was  charged  with  exposing  dutiable  medicine 
for  sale  at  12  noon  and  12.30  p.m.  on  a  certain  day,  without 
stamps  being  affixed.  Mr.  Frank  Dart,  of  the  I.E.  Solicitor's 
Department,  Somerset  House,  prosecuted  and  called  Mr. 
Farah,  I.E.  officer,  Saxmundham,  who  stated  that  he  visited 
defendant's  shop  at  12  noon  on  a  recent  day,  and  pur- 
chased a  bottle  of  Betts'  cough  elixir,  wrapped  up  with  which 
were  several  pamphlets  bearing  advertisments  concerning 
the  medicine.  At  12.30  he  again  visited  the  shop,  and  asked 
defendant  for  another  bottle  of  the  elixir.  Mr.  Betts  at 
first  prepared  to  sell  him  an  unstamped  bottle,  but, 
apparently  changing  his  mind,  gave  him  one  properly 
stamped.  Witness  then  asked  for  another  bottle,  when 
defendant  gave  him  an  unstamped  one.  Mr.  Betts  ex- 
plained to  the  Bench  that  the  non-stamping  was  the  result  of 
oversight.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  15s.  (including 
costs)  in  each  case,  or  seven  days'  imprisoament. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Address  on  Poison  Labels. 
At  Salford  on  June  26,  before  Mr.  Joseph  Makinson,  J. P., 
Stipendiary  Magistrate,  John  L.  Smith,  Ltd.,  chemists 
and  druggists,  240  Eegent  Eoad,  Salford,  were  summoned 
under  Section  17  for  selling  a  scheduled  poison  without 
placing  the  full  address  upon  the  label.  Mi'.  J.  W. 
Eobson,  solicitor,  Manchester,  prosecuted  on  behalf  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Mr. 
Cunningham  appeared  for  the  defendants.  Mr.  Eobson 
explained  the  nature  of  the  charge  to  the  Magistrate, 
adding  that  on  May  19  there  was  purchased  at  the  de- 
fendants' shop,  160  Cross  Lane,  Salford,  twopenny w :)rth 
of  laudanum  and  twopennyworth  of  soap  liniment,  I'.nd 
the  label  on  the  bottle  bore  the  words  "  J.  L.  Smith,  Titd., 
store  chemists,  Manchester,  Salford,  and  Pendleton,"  with 
the  word  "Poison"  underneath.  Mr.  Eobson  submitted 
that  the  address  of  the  shop  in  which  the  sale  took  place 
should  actually  have  been  upon  the  label.  Witnesses 
were  called  in  substantiation  of  this  statement.  Mr. 
Cunningham  contended  that  the  address  was  quite  suffi- 
cient. No  one  was  inconvenienced  by  it.  Mr.  Smith  was 
a  well-known  chemist.  He  had  shops  in  the  three  places 
mentioned,  and  could  easily  be  found.  He  had  addresses 
in  the  Directory  and  Telephone  List.  Letters  simply 
addressed  "  Messrs.  J.  L.   Smith,  chemists,  Salford," 
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never  miscarried.  It  would  be  a  great  hardship  to  have 
separate  labels  printed  for  the  bottles  at  each  branch  shop. 
He  submitted  that  the  prosecution  should  not  have  been 
instituted,  and  asked  that  the  case  should  be  dismissed. 
The  Stipendiary  said  hovrever  well  known  Mr.  J.  L.  Smith 
might  be  as  a  chemist,  he  had  not  conformed  with  the  Act 
of  Parliament,  and  his  respectability  and  popularity  were 
no  answer  to  the  charge.  He  would  be  fined  lO.s.  and 
costs,  which  included  the  expenses  of  two  witnesses  and 
the  analyst's  and  advocate's  fees. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Rotherham  on  June  25,  Frederick  Woodhouse  was  fined 
5s.  and  costs  for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  which  contained 
only  1.04  per  cent,  of  nitrous  ether. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Staindrop  on  June  26,  Mary  J.  Colling,  Gainford,  was 
fined  21.  for  selling  penny  bottles  of  camphorated  oil  which 
was  deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  34.20  per  cent. 
The  Bench  advised  her  to  recover  the  penalty  from  the 
Sheffield  firm  who  supplied  her. 

Ammonia. 

At  Stourport  on  June  23,  Mr.  Walter  C.  Roberts,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Stourport,  was  fined  lO.s.  and  costs  for  selling 
solution  of  ammonia  which  showed  2.7  per  cent,  deficiency 
in  ammonia.  Mr.  Hobson,  who  prosecuted,  sai-d  there  was 
no  suggestion  of  fraud,  but  the  case  was  brought  to  show 
that  chemists  in  selling  drugs  must  be  careful  as  to  the 
strength  of  the  articles. 


County  Court  Case. 

Acceptance  of  Cheque  "in  Settlement." 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  26,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Les  Fils  de  Louis  Lahu,  of 
Lavans,  St.  Clar.de,  Jura,  France,  sued  Mr.  M.  J.  Fecher, 
1  James  Street,  Old  Street,  B.C.,  to  recover  501.  7s.  Qd., 
the  balance  of  400?.,  for  druggists'  sundries  (including 
granules  and  soothers).  The  matter  was  before  the  Court 
last  year,  and  mentioned  in  the  columns  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  on  July  20,  1907.  Mr.  Poyser  appeared 
for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Foa  for  the  defendant,  who 
counterclaimed  for  16Z.  in  respect  of  goods  which  were 
not  ordered  or  were  not  according  to  sample.  Mr.  Foa 
contended  that  when  the  defendant  sent  51.  15s.  9d.  "in 
settlement"  that  constituted  a  settled  account,  and  the 
plaintiffs  could  not  go  beyond  it.  Plaintiffs  did  not 
write  saying  they  would  take  it  on  account ;  therefore 
the  condition  which  was  imposed  when  the  cheque  was 
sent  was  operative.  Judge  Rentoul  said  he  could  not  hold 
that  the  cheque  was  a  barrier  to  the  plaintiffs'  claim. 
If  a  cheque  is  sent  in  settlement,  and  it  is  paid  into  the 
bank  and  nothing  is  said  at  all,  the  condition  imposed 
can  be  set  aside.  Cashing  such  a  cheque  does  not  neces- 
sarily amount  to  an  accord  and  satisfaction  or  an  accepta- 
tion. Ultimately  judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  on 
the  claim  for  111.  lOs.  beyond  the  money  paid  into  Court, 
the  question  of  law  as  to  whether  loss  of  profit  could  be 
allowed  standing  over.  This  was  now  gone  into  at  great 
length,  and  the  defendant  showed  that  he  had  lost  more 
in  profit  than  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to.  Judgment 
was  therefore  given  for  the  defendant  generally,  with 
costs  of  the  litigation. 


Bankruptcies  and  Failures. 

Ee  Gordon  C.  Innes,  101  Leadenhall  Street,  E.G.,  and 
Koyal  Dockyard  Wharf,  Woolwich,  Chemist,  trading  as 
"  Camphylene."— The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under  this 
failure  was  held  on  July  1  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court, 
before  Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Receiver.  It  appeared 
that  the  debtor  purchased  the  business  in  1903  from  Fleming's 
Oil  and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd..  for  870?.,  he  having  been  pre- 
viously in  the  employ  of  that  company.  He  started  without 
capital  and  carried  on  the  business  alone  until  the  end  of 
1907  when  he  was  joined  by  Mr.  Tenner,  who  brought  in  as 
capital  500?.,  and  agreed  to  provide  a  further  350?.  The  shop 
in  Leadenhall  Street  has  been  closed,  but  the  works  at  Wool- 
wich are  still  being  carried  on  by  the  partner,  who  claims 
all  the  partnership  assets.    The  liabilities  are  roughly  esti- 


mated at  1,500?.,  and  the  value  of  the  assets  has  yet  to  be 
ascertained.  In  the  absence  of  any  offer  the  case  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  bank- 
ruptcy. The  receiving-order  was  made  on  the  petition  of 
JNlr.  F.  T.  Patman,  chemist,  Seascale,  Carnforth,  Cumber- 
land. 

Ite  Oswald  Frederick  Dunford,  132  High  Street,  Oxford, 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  trading  as  May's  Drug-stores. — The 
public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  Oxford  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  on  June  30.    The  statement  of  aft'airs  was  re- 
ported in  the  0.  £:  IJ.,  June  27,  p.  961.    In  reply  to  the  Official 
Receiver,  the  debtor  iaid  that  he  began  to  trade  fifteen  years 
ago  with  850?.  of  his  wife's  capital.    His  method  was  to  buy. 
businesses  in  various  localities,  work  them  up,  and  sell  them 
again  at  a  profit.    He  was  successful  in  this  until  he  went  to 
Chertsey,  where  he  had  two  businesses  and  a  mineral-water 
factory.    He  left  there  about  six  years  ago,  having  lost  about 
3,000?.,  besides  2,200?.  of  his  wife's  money.    He  went  to  Dover 
from  Chertsey,  owing  about  1,300?.,  of  which  900?.  was  due  to- 
his  banker,  Mr.  Ashby,  of  Staines  and  Chertsey.    He  bought 
a  businesi  m  Dover  for  90?.  down  and  10?.  paid  a  year  later^ 
Mr.  As'  '  y  assisted  him  in  this.    He  was  successful  in  Dover, 
and  cleared  off  practically  all  his  indebtedness  in  regard  to 
Chertsey,  selling  the  business  for  650?.,  which  was  applied  to 
reducing  Mr.  Ashby's  debt.    His  other  liabilities  amounted  to 
200?.  to  300?.    He  purchased  May's  Drug-stores  at  Oxford 
on  June  25,  1904,  paying  578?.  13s.  2f?.  down  and  as  much 
subsequently.     His   total   indebtedness   at   the   time  was 
1,655?.  7s.  6(Z.,  including  half  the  purchase-money  for  the 
Oxford  business  and  217?.  10s.  Ic?.  due  to  Dover  creditors,  but 
the  excess  of  his  liabilities  over  his  assets  was  only  509?.  14s.  4(7. 
In   Oxford   his   purchases   were   2,071?.    5s.    Id.    in  1905, 
1,B71?.  2s.  6fZ.  in  1906,  and  up  to  July  8,  1907,  the  total  pur- 
chases in  the  three  years  was  5,811i.  18s.  2d.    In  the  first 
year  the  gross  profits  were,  at  35  per  cent.,  1,018?.  7s.  It?.  ;  in. 
the  second  year,  1,001?.  3s.  Zd. ;  and  during  the  last  year,  at 
26i  per  cent.,  726?.  12s.  2d.,  making  a  total  of  2,746?.  2s.  6d. 
The  sales  in  1905  amounted  to  2,895?.  2s.  11c?.,  in  1906  to 
2,866?.  5s.  4rf.,  and  in  1907  to  2,784/.  15s.  bd.,  the  total  being 
8,546?.  3s.  9d.    The  stock-in-trade  he  valued  at  778?.  9s.  The 
working    expenses    for    the    three    years    amounted  to 
1,684?.  5s.  6d.,  he  paid  225?.  13s.  9t7.  interest  on  borrowed 
money,  and  his  private  drawings  were  1,567?.  4s.  2c?. — thus 
showing  that  he  had  been  living  beyond  his  income.  _  The 
debtor  was  then  questioned  in  regard  to  the  lease,  and  in  the- 
course  of  his  replies  he  stated  that  Mr.  Ashby  insisted  on 
completing  payment  for  the  Oxford  business,  and  this  affected 
him  in  his  relations  with  his  trade  creditors,  as  he  could  not 
pay  them  also.    After  completing  the  payment  he  owecl  Mr> 
Ashby  1,365?.    The  Official  Receiver  wanted  to  know  if  his 
trade  creditors  were  aware  that  he  was  working  the  business 
practically  for  Mr.  Ashby,  and  the  debtor  replied  that  they 
were.    For  example,  he  told  Messrs.  Baiss  Bros,  that  he  owed' 
Mr.  Ashby  1,300?.,  and  suggested  that  they  should  take  over 
the  lease  and  buy  Mr.  Ashby  out ;  that  vi^as  when  Mr.  Ashby 
wanted  him  to  sell  the  business.    He  admitted  that  at  no  time- 
since  he  started  in  Oxford  had  he  been  in  a  position  to  pay  his. 
creditors  in  full,  and  his  only  expectation  of  paying  them  was 
to  sell  the  business.    The  debtor  was  also  questioned  in  regard 
to  his  dealings  with  the  lessor  of  the  premises  and  repeated, 
the  particulars  given  in  our  last  report.    The  examination  was 
adjourned  until  July  22.    The  first  meeting  of  the  creditors 
was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Receiver  in  Oxford  on 
June  24.    The  creditors  present  were  Mr.  J.  M.  Eldridge,  Mr. 
Ashby,  Mr.  Enimott  (representing  the  Capital  and  Counties 
Bank),  and  Mr.  Goold.    The  debtor  was  called  and,  in  reply 
to  the  Official  Receiver,  said  he  had  no  offer  to  make.  He 
thought  the  business  should  be  carried  on  with  a  view  to. 
disposal.     The  Official  Receiver  pointed^  out  the  difficulty 
which  arose  through  the  debtor  entering  into  the  agreement 
with  the  lessor  of  his  premises.    If  the  business  could  not  be 
disposed  of  without  the  payment  of  500?.  to  the  lessor  he  was 
afraid  the  estate  would  crumble  away  to  a  very  small  divi- 
dend.   Mr.  Ashby  having  offered  to  act  as  trustee  with  a 
committee  of  inspection  and  not  make  any  charge  for  his., 
services,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Emmott  he  was  appointed  along 
with  Mr.  J.  M.  Eldridge,  Mr.  H.  J.  Eeles,  and  Mr.  S. 
St.  Barbe  Emmott  as  a  committee  of  inspection,  and  the  meet- 
ing then  terminated.    Among  the  debts  proved  are  :  Capital' 
and  Counties  Bank,  London  (311?.

The  Male  Intellect 

Is  evidently  not  equal  to  the  contest  with 
its  feminine  rivals  in  the  class-rooms  and  in  examinations. 
Miss  Wren  annexes  three  out  of  the  four  silver  medals  which 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  contributes  annually  for  the 
encouragement  of  study,  and  at  the  same  time  establishes 
her  claim  to  the  Pereira  medal ;  Miss  Neve  supplements  this 
demonstration  of  the  superiority  of  the  sex  by  scooping  in 
exactly  the  same  proportion  of  the  bronze  medals  awarded  in 
the  Minor  course.  This  appropriation  of  the  Society's  bullion 
by  two  very  young  ladies,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
brilliant  careers  we  all  hope  will  be  theirs,  leaves  but  a 
scanty  "distribution"  of  honours,  as  we  still  pathetically 
call  the  ceremony,  among  the  masculine  majority  of  com- 
petitors. Moreover,  the  ominousness  of  the  event  is  that 
it  is  not  merely  occasional  or  accidental.  It  is  just  the 
climax  of  a  consistent  progress  which  has  been  noted  again 
and  again.  It  is  a  "  record,"  we  are  told,  for  a  girl  to  win 
the  Pereira  medal.  Undoubtedly  the  average  of  the 
academic  work  of  the  ladies  at  schools  of  pharmacy  (and 
not  in  this  country  alone)  has  been  much  higher  than  that  of 
the  male  students.  Perhaps  the  latter  have  been  degenerat- 
ing, since  the  great  men  who  so  glibly  compliment  these 
ladies  occupied  the  same  benches.  But  there  remains  the 
consoling  fact  that  though  women  have  been  demonstrating 
their  capabilities  in  pharmacy  for  thirty  years  or  more,  it 
is  still  men  who  teach  them,  men  who  examine  them,  and 
men  who  hand  them  out  their  medals.  May  it  not  be  that 
the  qualities  which  secure  school  success  are  not  quite  the 
same  as  those  best  suited  for  the  world's  strife  ?  The  steel 
tempered  for  the  razor  or  the  lancet  must  go  through  the  fire 
again  before  it  is  fit  for  the  axe  or  the  chisel. 
The  Art  of  Compounding- 

has  always  had  a  particular  attrac- 
tion for  women.  Old  English  literature  abounds  in  allusions 
to  the  cultivation  of  simples  in  their  gardens,  to  the 
extraction  of  their  virtues  in  the  still-rooms,  and  to  the 
administration  of  the  compounded  salves  and  cordials  to  the 
neighbouring  sick  poor  by  the  good  ladies  bountiful  of  the 
manor  houses  of  the  past. 

Herbs,  too,  she  knew,  and  well  of  each  could  speak 
,  That  in  her  garden  sip'd  the  silv'ry  dew  ;  .  .  . 
But  herbs  for  use,  and  physic,  not  a  few. 

Probably  it  was  those  still-room  experiments  that  made  the 
publication  of  herbals  and  dispensatories  so  profitable  in  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  Anyway,  it  may  be 
safely  assumed  that  the  medicines  sent  out  from  them  were 
better  for  the  patients  than  the  horrible  and  dangerous 
concoctions  devised  by  the  contemporary  and  contentious 
Galenists  and  Paracelsists  of  the  period.  But  these  excel- 
lent women  acquired  no  lasting  fame  by  their  patient 
labours.  They  did  not  even  seek  after  proprietary  rights. 
The  women  who  in  history  or  legend  attained  world-wide 
reputations  were  invariably 
Notorious  for  their  Crimes. 

While  the  still-room  work  was 
proceeding  so  peacefully  here  the  gentle  and  beauti- 
ful Marchioness  of  Brinvilliers  was  poisoning  her 
father,  brother,  two  sisters,  husband,  and  other  rela- 
tives and  friends,  and  nursing  them  tenderly  through 
their  long  and  inexplicable  illnesses.  There  was,  too, 
her  predecessor,  the  Sicilian  woman,  Tofana,  who,  if 
her  own  confession  to  the  Pope  could  be  believed,  had 
disposed  of  more  than  600  husbands  or  wives  who  had 
become  obnoxious  to  their  p  artners,  by  the  "  Manna  de  St. 


Nicholas  Bari,"  ts  she  labelled  the  little  bottles  of  arsenicall 
drops  which  she  sold.  In  ancient  times  we  meet  witb 
Locusta,  the  vile  minion  of  Nero,  who  was  provided  with  a 
laboratory  in  the  Imperial  palace,  with  slaves  on  whom  to- 
experiment ;  with  Helen,  who,  according  to  Homer,  wiis^ 
famous  for  her  nepenthe,  as  well  as  for  her  beauty  and' 
frailty  ;  with  Medea  of  Colchis,  probably  an  amiable  princess- 
interested  in  medical  botany,  but  glorified  by  Euripides  into 
an  ingenious  monster  of  villany  who  made  poisoned  robe&- 
f  or  her  rivals ;  and  with  Isis,  who  boasted  that  she  bad  sacriv- 
ficed  her  chastity  for  the  secrets  of  medicine  and  magic- 
which  were  taught  her  by  her  lover,  the  angel  Amnael. 

"  The  Chemist- Optician," 

that  is  to  say,  the  book  jnsi 
published  by  the  C.  &  D.  with  that  title,  seeks  "not  only.- 
to  instruct  the  individual,  but  to  encourage  still  further 
association  of  the  practice  of  visual  optics  with  pharmacy."" 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  that  every  additional 
chemist  who  takes  up  the  optical  business,  and  carries  it  on 
efficiently,  is  thereby  helping  all  the  other  chemists  whc 
have  already  embarked  in  the  same  enterprise.  What  is 
wanted — and  we  are  getting  on  towards  that  end— is  that- 
the  public  should  come  to  regard  the  optical  branch  as  a. 
natural,  almost  an  inevitable,  side-line  to  pharmacy,  just  as- 
photographic  accessories  have  come  to  be  so  considered'. 
The  photographic  department  is  now  a  recognised,  and 
profitable,  section  of  the  modern  pharmacy.  Not  by  any 
means  less  important  is  the  annexation  of  the  optical 
business,  which  is  being  made  more  slowly,  perhaps,  but 
quite  as  surely,  by  a  number  of  skilled  pharmacists,  many 
of  whom  have  wisely  taken  advantage  of  the  valuable 
facilities  for  qualification  offered  by  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  of  London.  The  C.  <L-  D.  treatise  will  no  doubt 
give  impetus  to  the  process  of  thus  extending  the  boundaries^- 
of  our  business  in  this  most  creditable  direction. 
Co-operation  and  Pharmacy  in  France 

are  just  now  locked^ 
in  a  struggle  in  which,  so  far,  co-operation  is  the  top  dog. 
Reports  of  the  judgments  in  an  interesting  lawsuit  are, 
given  in  the  "  Union  Pharmaceutique  "  for  June,  and  from> 
these  the  following  facts  are  gathered.    A  co-operative 
society,  called  "  La  Revendication,"  established  at  Puteaux^ 
a  manufacturing  town  a  little  way  out  of  Paris,  organised 
"  Societe  de  Secours  Mutuels  "  among  its  own  members. 
The  membership  of  the  mutual  society  was  limited  tc 
4,000,  and  it  was  carried  on  as  a  distinct  undertaking,  with, 
its  own  board  of  management.    Each  subscriber  pays 
3f.  60c.  per  annum,  or  not  quite  one-tenth  of  a  penny  pes' 
day.    That  subscription  is  paid  by  the  parent  company  to 
the  "mutual"  out  of  the  members'  dividend  accounts. 
With  this  assured  income  of  14,000f.  (say  550^.)  medicali 
aid  is  provided   for  the  subscribers,  and  a  pharmacy - 
with  a  qualified  pharmacist  in  charge,  has  been  established. 
There  the  subscribers,  and  they  only,  can  buy  medicaments  . 
at  a  trifle  over  cost  price,  a  small  percentage  being  added 
to  pay  for  working  expenses.    No  profit  is  made-,  any 
balance  remaining  being  carried  forward  for  the  expenses 
of  the  next  year.    A  French  pharmaceutical  association^ 
however,  took  proceedings  against  the  co-operative  society, 
and  the   managing   pharmacist,  for   illegal   pi-actice  ofr 
pharmacy,  arguing  that  though  it  might  be  legal  for  a 
friendly  society  to  provide  medical  attendance  and  medicines  . 
for  a  fixed  subscription,  the  arrangement  whereby  the^ 
bought  and  paid  for  all  the  medicines  they  wanted  too 
them  outside  the  permitted  limits.    The  case  has  beet: 
before  two  Courts,  and  on  both  occasions  judgment  has  been  , 
given  against  the  pharmaceutical  contention.    Notice  o&' 
further  appeal  has  been  lodged.

EDITORIAL  COMMENTS. 


"  Give  Him  a  Chance." 

Parliamentary  documents  dealing  with  pharmacy  in  the 
United  Kingdom  are  sufficiently  few  in  number  to  make 
the  publication  of  another  a  matter  of  importance.  This 
work,  the  report  of  the  "Joint  Select  Committee"  of  the 
House  of  Lords  and  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Bill,  has  been  published.  It  is  notable 
for  what  it  does  not  contain.  The  first  eight  pages  are 
"  report,"  which  has  already  been  dealt  with  in  these  pages 
(C.  ct  D.,  June  6).  The  minutes  of  evidence  occupy  fifty- 
seven  pages ;  this  v/e  gave  in  ample  abstract  on  April  4, 
May  16,  and  May  23.  An  appendix  of  eight  pages  is  de- 
voted to  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell's  statement  showing  the  number 
of  towns  in  Ireland  having  at  least  one  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  or  registered  druggist, 
and  Mr.  R.  M.  Smith's  list  of  societies  supporting  inclusion 
of  Ireland  in  the  Bill.  What  the  report  does  not  contain 
comprises  (1)  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson's  map  showing  the  facili- 
ties in  Ireland  for  the  sale  of  poisons ;  (2)  the  statement  by 
Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  regarding  company  pharmacy; 
(3)  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones's  statement  about  the  necessity 
for  reconstructing  the  Poisons  Schedule.  These,  at  least, 
should  have  been  included  in  the  report  in  order  to  make 
it  a  document  complete  for  the  purposes  of  considering  the 
proposals  now  before  Parliament  for  amending  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Acts  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.^  We 
venture  to  suggest  that  the  Committee  erred  in  including  in 
the  appendix  only  those  statements  which  were  in  favour 
of  the  proposal  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons  by  un- 
qualified persons.    Perhaps  the  point  is  not  worth  worry- 
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ing  about  now ;  but  it  has  not  altogether  been  submerged  in 
the  historical  literature  of  Parliament,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  the  fact  should  be  recorded  that  the  Blue-book  is  an 
incomplete  record  of  what  was  put  forward  on  behalf  of 
those  who  alone  are  authorised  by  the  existing  statutes  to 
distribute  to  the  public  certain  articles  which  the  State 
has  enacted  shall  be  treated  with  reserve. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  on  Wednesday  decided  to 
create  the  office  of  Parliamentary  Secretary,  and  to  offer 
the  appointment  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law 
and  chemist  and  druggist.    Several  members  very  strongly 
opposed  the  appointment,  and  publicly  stated  their  objec- 
tions to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.    In  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
knew  they  were  in  a  hopeless  minority,  and  that  not  a 
word  they  said  would  bring  them  a  vote,  we  think  they 
may  be  commended  for  thinking  aloud.    Yet  another  fact 
remains — that  on  or  about  May  20  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  scarcely  knew  how  to  turn,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
was  the  man  who  showed  the  way  out  of  the  difficulties.  We 
are  stating  a  fact,  not  expressing  an  opinion.    Nor  are 
we  much  concerned  about  the  circumstance  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  is  offered  300/.  a  year  to  look  after  the  Parliamentary 
business  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  ; 
it  would  to  many  be  a  confortable  income,  but  it  is  not 
enough  to  keep  a  man  in  St.  Stephen's,  nor  does  it  balance 
the  reputation  that  is  staked  by  acceptance  of  an  office  which 
is  a  veritable  forlorn  hope.    Since  1880  many  men  of  great 
intellect  have  attacked  the  problem  which  at  present  has 
reached  the  crisis,  and  all  have  failed.    Every  bit  of  van- 
tage-ground was  lost  up  to  May  20,  when  all  that  was  left 
was  the  despairing  prayer  "  Save  us  our  title."   The  sfatvs 
quo  ante  title-saving  hysteria  now  faces  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
and  he  will  need  all  the  assistance  and  sympathy  there  is  in 
the  British  drug-trade  to  help  him  in  snatching  the  charred 
relics  from  the  embers.    He  starts  on  Friday  (July  3)  with 
a  deputation  of  Parliamentarians  to  Lord  Crewe,  who,  in 
resuming  sponsorship  of  the  Government  Bill,  can  scarcely 
disavow  his  utterances  reported  in  the  C.  d;  D.  of  April  7 
and  May  19,  1906,  which  afford  a  good  recommencement  of 
the  case  for  chemists,  who  by  next  week  may  learn  whether 
or  not  they  may  "  work  in  hope." 


Kobe.  It  IS  not  landed  there,  however,  but  is  transshipped 
in  the  harbour,  under  a  transfer  permit,  which  does  not 
necessitate  examination  of  the  goods,  into  steamers  bound 
for  China.

In  a  recent  report  on  the  trade  of  Amoy  for  1907,  the  British 
Consul  naively  announced  that  no  morphia  had  been 
imported  into  that  port  during  the  year,  which  is  a  signifi- 
cant fact  considering  that  large  quantities  formerly  appeared 
in  the  Customs  returns.    We  may  recall  that  as  soon  as  the 
duty  on  morphine  was  increased  from  5  per  cent,  ad  val. 
to  7^.  per  oz.  in  1902  the  imports  entirely  disappeared  from 
■official  returns,  but  smuggling  on  an  extensive  scale  was 
resorted  to.    The  latest  confirmation  of  this  comes  from 
the  "Times'"  well-informed  Peking  correspondent,  who, 
cabling  on  June  27,  states  that  the  Chinese  Customs  statistics 
recently  issued  show  that  last  year  the  morphine  on  which 
duty  was  paid  to  the  Customs  amounted  to  96  oz.  only,  yet 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt,  he  adds,  that  the  amount  im- 
ported was  nearer  ten  tons,  or  358,400  oz.    It  is  not  stated 
how  this  quantity  was  arrived  at,  but  judging  by  the  activity 
in  morphine  which  occasionally  takes  place  among  shippers 
on  this  side  we  should  not  think  the  amount  is  far  out.  The 
"Times"  correspondent  mentions  the  "Austrian  firm  of 
Melindrot"  *  as  being  one  of  the  largest  suppliers,  smaller 
amounts  coming   from   German,    English,    and  Scottish 
anakers.    Most  of  the  morphine,  he  asserts,  is  shipped  to

m  a  case.    The  correspondent  has  previously  called  atten- 
tion to  morphine  smuggling,  and  in  May  of  last  year  he  was 
able  to  show  that  for  several  years  previous  to  the  duty 
the  imports  into  China  were  about  four  tons  per  annum, 
but  when  the  duty  was  increased  from  5  to  200  per  cent.' 
ad  val.  the  quantity  imported  fell  to  a  few  ounces,  and  the 
consumption  has  in  the  meantime  increased.    No  doubt 
the  subject  requires  investigation,  but,  when  all  is  con- 
sidered, an  import  duty  of  Is.  per  oz.  is  so  much  out  of 
proportion  to  the  value  of  the  product  that  it  is  a  direct 
incentive  to  smuggling.    As  regards  the  position  of  opium 
in  China,  a  glance  through  the  last-issued  British  Cinsular 
reports  dealing  with  Chinese  ports  reveals  the  attitude 
of  the  Chinese  Government.    At  Newchang  the  opinion  is 
that  the  decline  in  imports  of  opium  was  partly  due  to  a 
good  local  crop  and  partly  to  a  decrease  in  consumption  in 
pursuance  of  the  Government's  desire  to  stamp  out  the 
opium-smoking  habit.    At  Kiukiang  the  imports,  which  de- 
creased  by  1,150  cwt.  in  1905-6,  increased  by  493  cwt.  in  1907, 
this  pointing  to  the  fact  that  large  quantities  were  being 
laid  in  for  future  use.    At  Nanking  the  consumption  is  said 
to  be  decidedly  on  the  decrease,  public  opinion  supporting 
the  Government,  but  at  Amoy  much  opium  is  smuggled, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  whether  consumption  is  de- 
creasing or  not.    This  also  applies  to  several  other  ports. 

The  consumption  of  opium  in  Ceylon  has  been  inquired  into 
by  a  Commission,  whose  report  has  been  sent  to  Lord  Crew« 
as  Colonial  Secretary.    The  Commission  propose  to  restrict 
the  use  of  opium  within  the  narrowest  possible  limits  by 
closing  all  the  opium-shops  in  Ceylon  at  the  expiration  of 
the  existing  licences  and  making  the  importation  and  sale 
of  opium  a  Government  monopoly.  It  is  proposed  strictly  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  Ordinance  with  respect 
to  medicinal  production  by  transferring  opium  and  its  pre- 
p^ations  from  the  list  under  Regulation  Section  9,  Part  II., 
to  the  list  under  Part  I.,  thus  making  it  obligatory  that  the 
purchaser  is  known  to  the  seller,  and  that  an  entry  is  made 
of  every  sale  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  drug  is  required. 
It  appears  from  the  report  (to  which  Lord  Crewe  has 
assented)  that  during  1906,  out  of  a  total  import  of  18,885  lb. 
of  crude  opium,  only  412  lb.  was  used  in  the  Govern- 
ment hospitals  and  by  the  large  firms  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists in  Colombo.    The  report  also  shows  that  practically 
20.000  persons  in  Ceylon  were  known  to  be  addicted  to  the 
opium  habit.    Sir  Henry  McCallum,  Governor  of  Ceylon, 
in  commenting  on  the  report,  states  that  his  advisers  are 
somewhat  sceptical  as  to  the  extent  to  which  the  Commis- 
sion's proposals  will  discourage  the  opium  habit.    He  be- 
lieves that  by  making  a  Government  monopoly  of  opium' 
smuggling  will  greatly  increase,  although  every  possible  ■ 
precaution  may  be  taken  to  prevent  it.    He  also  anticipates 
that  the  actual  consumption  will  be  larger,  owing  to  the 
smuggled  drug  being  sold  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  the  Govern- 
ment opium.    This  is  the  experience  of  the  Malay  States, 
where  opium-smuggling  cannot  be  stopped.    However,  the 
question  has  to  be  faced,  and  Ceylon  is  to  give  the  new  legis- 
lation a  fair  trial. 


Analysts'  Appointments. 

The  recently  published  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  gives  details  of  the  steps  taken  to 
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secure  better  fixity  of  tenure  for  public  and  agricultural 
analysts.  The  matter  has  long  been  considered  by  the 
Council  of  the  Institute,  and  so  far  as  agricultural  analysts 
are  concerned,  a  deputation  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
was  arranged,  and  consisted  of  Sir  William  Ramsay 
(Vice-President  of  the  Institute),  Mr.  R.  R.  Tatlock 
(President  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts),  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Bevan,  Colonel  C.  E.  Cassal,  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer, 
Mr.  Thomas  Fairley,  Dr.  John  A.  Voelcker,  and  Mr. 
Pilcher.  Sir  Thomas  Elliott  (Secretary  to  the  Board), 
in  the  absence  of  Lord  Carrington  (President),  re- 
ceived the  deputation  at  the  offices  of  the  Board  on 
May  14.  The  principal  point  raised  by  the  deputation 
was  that  although  the  assent  of  the  Board  is  required  to  the 
appointment  of  an  agricultural  analyst,  there  is  no  pro- 
vision (similar  to  that  contained  in  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1875)  rendering  the  assent  of  the  Board  neces- 
eary  for  his  dismissal  by  the  local  authority ;  nor  is  there 
any  clause  relating  to  the  duration  or  termination  of  the 
appointment.  The  deputation  wished,  therefore,  since  dis- 
missals for  no  valid  reason  cast  a  slur  on  highly  competent 
men,  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  introduce  a  short  Bill 
into  Parliament  to  place  the  agricultural  analyst  in  a  posi- 
tion at  least  as  satisfactory  as  the  public  analyst,  by  placing 
ihim  imder  the  protection  of  the  Board,  and  at  the  same  time 
render  it  effective  by  avoiding  loopholes  of  evasion  which 
have  been  discovered  in  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
The  need  for  protection  was  shown  by  recent  cases  which 
had  been  prominently  before  the  Board.  The  amendments 
euggested  to  Section  1  (4)  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Act,  1906,  are  : 

(a)  That  not  only  the  appointment,  but  also  the  terms  of 
the  appointment  (including  the  terms  of  remuneration),  of 
an  agricultural  analyst  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board ; 

(6)  Notwithstanding  any  terms  relating  to  the  duration 
of  his  appointment  under  which  any  agricultural  analyst 
may  have  been  heretofore  or  shall  be  hereafter  appointed, 
his  tenure  of  office  shall  not  terminate  or  be  determinable 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Such,  in  brief,  is  the  case  presented  by  Sir  William  Ramsay. 
He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Tatlock,  who  talked  of  "  summary 
dismissal  ...  at  the  caprice  of  a  local  authority."  Mr. 
Bevan  also  spoke  of  "  dismissals,"  and  Dr.  Voelcker  fol- 
lowed with  "removal  from  such  positions,"  while  Colonel 
Cassal  spoke  of  "  numerous  examples  of  unjustifiable  dis- 
missal both  of  agricultural  and  public  analysts."  All  im- 
pressed Sir  Thomas  Elliott  with  the  idea  that  these  analysts 
are  "  practically  officers  of  the  Board,"  and  he,  in  a  sympa- 
thetic reply,  reminded  the  deputation  that  there  is  a  third 
party  to  be  considered — namely,  local  authorities.  He 
is  to  find  out  what  they  say,  but  he  would  make  no  promise 
as  to  legislation.  It  is  somewhat  surprising  that  Sir 
Thomas  was  so  sympathetic  as  to  give  ear  to  the  idea  that 
fixity  of  tenure  for  public  analysts  was  contemplated  by 
the  1875  Act.  There  is  a  passage  in  Section  10  which  runs 
as  follows  : 

[Authorities  named]  shall  .  .  .  appoint  .  .  .  persons  as 
analysts  .  .  .  and  may  remove  them  as  they  shall  deem 
proper  ;  but  such  appointments  and  removals  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  who  may  require  satisfactory  proof  of  competency 
to  be  supplied  to  them,  and  may  give  their  approval  abso- 
lutely or  with  modifications  as  to  the  period  of  (appointment 
and  removal  or  otherwise. 

The  deputationists  used  this  rather  cleverly,  and  a  great 
deal  was  said  about  dismissals,  as  has  been  indicated,  while 
the  memorandum  read  by  Sir  William  Ramsay  contained 
the  following  passage  : 

So  far  as  it  relates  to  removals,  the  section  was  presum- 
ably intended  for  the  protection  of  the  public  analyst  against 


arbitrary  or  capricious  dismissal,  or  against  attempts  to 
alter  unfairly  the  conditions  of  his  appointment ;  and  it  ha» 
been  found  on  many  occasions  to  work  salutarily  in  this 
direction,  although,  unfortunately,  some  local  authorities 
have  virtually  "  contracted  themselves  out  "  of  the  Act  by 
making  year-to-year  appointments,  whereby  they  can,  if 
they  so  desire,  evade  the  necessity  of  seeking  the  consent  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  the  dismissal  of  an  analyst, 
by  merely  refraining  from  renewing  his  annual  appoint- 
ment— a  proceeding  which,  although  it  seems  to  be  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Act,  is  apparently  not  contrary  to  its 
letter. 

There  was  no  reference  whatever  to  the  part  of  the  section 
which  we  have  italicised,  and  which  is  really  the  crux  of  the 
matter.  Professional  chemists  and  public  analysts  deserve 
no  small  measure  of  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  maintained  their  professional  status,  and  even  used 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  provisions  in  assisting  them. 
But  the  idea  of  fixity  of  tenure  is  decidedly  against  the 
public  interests,  and  it  is  incorrect  to  speak  of  non-re- 
appointments  as  "dismissals."  Local  bodies  are  clearly 
empowered  to  appoint  public  analysts  for  a  period,  and  the 
wording  of  the  section  supports  the  view  that  the  appoint- 
ments shall  not  be  permanent.  It  is  contrary  to  the  public 
interests  that  the  notion  to  the  contrary  should  be  per- 
petuated, especially  as  there  are  now  available  hundreds  of 
competent  chemists,  and  no  longer  the  need  for  a  dozen  or 
more  appointments  being  held  by  a  single  individual. 
Without  the  power  of  periodical  appointment  there  would 
be  little  or  no  chance  for  the  rising  generation. 


Address  on  Poison-labels. 

We  report  this  week  a  case  in  which  the  Salf  ord  magistrate 
has  decided  under  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1858, 
that  the  actual  address  where  a  poison  is  sold  should  be 
stated  on  the  label.  This  question  was  raised  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  in  1901,  when  Mr.  C.  C.  Reece,  a  chemist 
trading  in  London  as  "  Squire,"  was  summoned  for  contra- 
vening the  Section  by  not  putting  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller  on  the  label.  Mr.  Reece  had  the  name 
"Squire"  on  the  label,  and  his  principal  address  Goodge 
Street,  while  the  poison  was  sold  at  a  branch  shop  in 
Uxbridge  Road.  Mr.  Lane,  the  Magistrate,  took  time 
to  consider  the  matter,  and  his  judgment  was  that  the 
defendant  complied  with  the  Section  so  far  as  the  address 
was  concerned,  but  not  in  regard  to  the  name.  The  Phar- 
maceutical Council  have  not  followed  up  this  decision  as 
to  name,  but  on  several  occasions  since  they  have  securecJ 
convictions  of  individuals  and  companies  for  not  placing 
upon  the  poison-label  the  actual  address  at  which  the  poison 
is  sold.  The  Salford  case  is  another  instance.  There  the- 
Magistrate  had  only  to  consider  whether  the  description> 
of  the  defendants,  "John  L.  Smith,  Ltd.,  store  chemists^ 
Manchester,  Salford,  and  Pendleton,"  covered  the  sale  of 
a  poison  at  160  Cross  Lane,  Salford.  He  held  that  it  did) 
not,  and  the  defendants  were  convicted.  We  refer  to  the 
case  here  for  the  reason  that  there  may  still  be  some  who- 
have  more  than  one  shop,  and  who  use  poison  labels  with 
addresses  common  to  both.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
the  pui-pose  of  the  Section  17  provision  was  not  only  to  find 
(wh*jn  the  occasion  required)  who  sells  a  poison,  but  where 
it  has  been  sold.  It  has  been  contended,  and  not  without 
reason,  that  so  long  as  the  seller  takes,  as  he  must,  re- 
sponsibility for  the  sale,  it  is  immaterial  what  his  address- 
may  be,  and  the  registered  address  should  meet  the  statutory 
provision.  A  clever  advocate  would  not  have  much  diffi- 
culty in  proving  that  this  argument  accords  with  the  textuaD 
provision,  which  is  sufficiently  vague  to  fit  in  with  several 
arguments ;  therefore,  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that 
multiple  shopkeepers  in  the  drug-trade  have  as  a  rule  fallen 
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in  with  the  liberal  view  of  the  matter  ?,nd  are  using  poison- 
labels  which  bear  the  address  where  poisons  are  actually 
sold  by  retail.  The  Salford  case  may  serve  to  remind 
sellers  that  this  public  advantage  is  enforceable  by  law. 


British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

The  programme  for  the  forty-fifth  annual  meeting  at 
Aberdeen  has  been  issued.  The  title-page,  surmounted  by 
the  Aberdeen  coat-of-arms  and  bearing  scroll  work  with 
Scotch  thistles,  contains  photographs  of  the  Marischal 
College,  Municipal  Buildings,  and  the  Grand  Hotel,  all 
of  which  are  intimately  connected  with  the  meeting.  A 
further  inducement  is  an  illustration  of  the  bathing  ground. 
The  arrangements  have  been  published  already  in  these 
columns  (C .  c£-  D.,  May  30,  pp.  822,  836).  The  members 
of  the  General  Local  Committee  number  eighty-nine.  A 
Ladies'  Committee  has  been  appointed  consisting  of  Mrs. 
Bruce,  Mrs.  Craig,  Miss  Hay,  Mrs.  Leslie,  Mrs.  Ness,  Miss 
Reid,  Mrs.  Reith,  Miss  Rit«hie,  Mrs.  O.  Simpson, 
Mrs.  Tocher,  and  Mrs.  Giles  (Convener).  Most  of  the 
members  have  experience  in  Conference  matters,  and  they 
mean  to  do  their  best  for  lady  visitors.  The  season  (Sep- 
tember) is  perhaps  a  little  late  for  many  in  the  South,  but  it 
happens  to  be  just  the  time  when  the  Queen  is  usually  at 
Deeside,  because  the  scenery  is  at  its  best  and  the  air  most 
invigorating  in  September. 

Darwinism. 

On  June  30,  1858,  fifty  years  ago,  the  first  portion  of  a 
communication  in  three  parts  was  read  in  London  before  the 
Linnean  Society  "  On  the  tendency  of  species  to  form 
varieties ;  and  on  the  perpetuation  of  varieties  atid  species 
by  natural  means  of  selection."  The  first  two  parts  were 
abstracts  from  an  unpublished  work  by  C.  Darwin,  and  a 
\etter  from  him  to  Professor  Asa  Gray  on  September  5,  1857, 
the  third  part  was  by  Alfred  Russel  Wallace,  "  On  the 
tendencies  of  varieties  to  depart  indefinitely  from  the 
original  type."  The  reading  of  the  paper  caused  little 
sensation.  Darwin  himself  writes  in  his  Autobiography, 
"  Our  joint  productions  excited  very  little  attention,"  but 
Sir  Joseph  Hooker  (who  celebrated  his  ninety-second  birth- 
day on  June  30)  says  :  "  The  interest  was  intense,  but  the 
subject  was  too  novel  and  too  ominous  for  the  old  school  to 
enter  the  lists  without  armouring."  A  writer  in  the 
"Times"  of  June  30  recalls  the  matter  as  an  event — the 
Jubilee,  which  should  not  be  passed  unnoticed.  On  Wed- 
nesday the  Linnean  Society  celebrated  the  jubilee  by  a 
special  meeting  held  at  the  house  of  the  Institute  of  Civil 
Engineers.  Special  Darwin-Wallace  medals  were  pre- 
sented to  Dr.  A.  R.  Wallace,  Sir  Joseph  Hooker,  Professor 
Ernst  Haeckel,  Professor  August  Wissmann,  Professor  E. 
Strasburger,  Dr.  Francis  Galton,  and  Sir  E.  Ray  Lankester. 
Various  addresses  were  delivered,  including  one  by  Lord 
A-vebury,  who  recalled  incidents  in  his  acquaintance  with 
Darwin,  which  began  sixty  years  ago. 

Preservatives  in  Meat  Foods. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Foods  (Dr.  A.  W.  J. 
MacFadden)  to  the  Local  Government  Board  is  a  document 
of  thirty-seven  pages,  out  of  which  the  following  details 
have  been  extracted  :  Of  a  total  of  1,733  hermetically  sealed 
glasses  or  tins  containing  meat- foods,  333  (19  per  cent.) 
were  reported  to  comain  chemical  preservatives  other  than 
salt  or  saltpetre.  Of  these  preservatives,  243  (14  per  cent, 
of  the  whole)  were  boron  compounds,  the  remaining  ninety 
samples  contained  sulphite  preservatives.  Of  575  American 
canned  meats,  forty-seven  contained  boron  preservatives 
and  thirty-seven  sulphite  compounds.     The  amount  of 


boron  preservative  present  was  for  the  most  part  small, 
varying  from  "  traces  "  to  5  or  6  grains  a  pound — quantities 
practically  of  no  preservative  value,  so  that  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  antiseptic  found  had  been  added  deliberately  for 
this  object.  Among  the  explanations  offered  for  the  occur- 
rence of  these  small  quantities  were  the  use  of  raw  materials, 
a  portion  of  which  contained  the  preservative,  and  the 
possible  practice  of  sprinkling  portions  of  meat  with  pre- 
servative to  keep  them  fresh  until  opportunity  for  using 
them  arises.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  occurrence 
of  sulphite  antiseptics.  Of  352  British  samples,  156  con- 
tained boron,  and  twelve  sulphite  preservatives.  The 
amounts  of  boron  compounds  present  were  considerable  in 
many  cases.  The  larger  proportion  of  the  British  samples 
were  potted  meats,  while  the  American  samples  were  canned 
goods,  so  that  there  is  no  real  comparison.  In  his  remarks, 
Dr.  MacFadden  says  that  the  tendency  to  add  preserva- 
tives to  food-materials  is  due  to  a  large  extent  to  the  manner 
in  which  manufacturers  of  various  boron  antiseptics  press 
the  claims  of  their  preparations  on  those  engaged  in  the 
trade  of  meat  products.  The  chief  objection  to  preserva- 
tives in  food,  which  have  been  subjected  to  sterilisation  by 
heat  in  hermetically  sealed  vessels,  is  that  their  presence 
must  be  regarded  as  indications  of  want  of  care  and  cleanli- 
ness in  their  preparation.  The  Board  is  recommended  to 
take  steps  to  prevent  the  use  of  boron  compounds,  sulphites, 
preparations  of  sulphurous  acid,  benzoic  acid,  and  formalin 
as  preservatives  for  canned  goods  intended  for  consumption 
in  this  country.  The  report  states  that  a  limit  of  \  per 
cent,  of  boric  acid  should  be  ample  to  meet  legitimate  trade 
requirements  for  preservative  in  sausage-meat,  and  that 
reform  in  labelling,  in  order  to  trace  source  of  origin,  is  on 
many  grounds  desirable. 

Telephones  and  Tuberculosis. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  F.  J.  Allan,  medical  officer 
of  health  for  the  City  of  Westminster,  in  the  "Lancet  ' 
for  June  27,  p.  1862,  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
more  suitable  place  for  harbouring  organisms  of  all  kinds 
than  a  dark  telephone  call-box  is  difficult  to  imagine.  An 
annotation  of  the  "Lancet"  of  July  27,  1907  (p.  240), 
stated  that  "The  telephone  call-station  may  be  described 
as  a  bacteriological  box  in  which  pathogenic  and  other 
organisms  are  carefully  nursed."  Specimen  swabs  were 
taken  from  six  public  telephones,  and  were,  after  incuba- 
tion, examined  by  Dr.  Klein,  who  found  typical  tubercle 
bacilli  in  one  of  them.  Questions  referring  to  the  subject 
of  proper  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  public  telephones 
have  since  been  asked  in  Parliament,  and  the  Postmaster- 
General,  in  his  reply,  stated  that  they  are  disinfected,  but 
the  matter  of  obtaining  a  better  method,  if  possible,  is 
under  consideration.  He  invited  communications  from 
medical  officers  of  health  who  have  views  on  the  subject. 


Westminster  Wisdom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  deputation  which  is  waiting  on  Friday,  July  3, 
upon  the  Earl  of  Crewe  at  the  Privy  Council  office  in 
connection  with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  to  be 
introduced  by  Mr.  R.  Winfrej',  who  will  be  followed  by 
Sir  John  Batty  Tuke.  The  deputation  will  consist  of 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons  interested  in  the 
subject,  and  will  be  directed,  broadly  speaking,  towards 
securing  from  the  Government  satisfactory  assurances  re- 
garding the  position  of  companies  and  a  more  satisfactory 
treatment  of  poisons  used  for  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural purposes. 
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The  Patents  Act. 
The  Board  of  Trade  have  no  official  information  that 
German  manufacturers  have  petitioned  their  Government 
tj  obtain  an  extension  of  the  time-limit  under  Section  27 
of  the  Patents  Act,  1907.  No  change  in  the  date  on  which 
Section  27  comes  into  operation  can  be  made  without 
further  legislation,  said  Mr.  Churchill  on  Wednesday; 
and  he  added  that  the  Board  of  Trade  are  unable  to  say 
what  is  the  number  of  patents  worked  in  foreign  countries 
that  may  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  Section  27. 
Neither  "have  the  Board  "any  record  of  the  number  of  the 
owners  of  such  patents  who  are  building  or  are  about  to 
build  factories  in  this  country,  though  the  number  is  no 
doubt  considerable.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
said  he  saw  no  reason  to  anticipate  that  difficulties  are 
likely  to  arise  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of~the 
section. 

Duty-free  Spirits  for  Industries. 
Mr.  Nannetti  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on 
Thursday  what  regulations  have  been  made  under  Section  8 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  for  the  use  of  duty-free  spirits  in 
arts  or  manufactures,  and  was  told  in  reply  that  they  are 
mainly  administrative,  and  a  copy  of  them  can  be  obtained 
upon  application  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  at 
Somerset  House. 

Company  Legislation. 
Mr.  Churchill  stated  on  Wednesday  that  no  alteration 
or  amendment  of  the  existing  law  is  contemplated  by  the 
Companies  (Consolidation)  Bill,  and  that  he  hopes  even- 
tually to  report  that  the  Bill,  which  has  been  referred  to 
a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses,  accurately  represents 
the  existing  law. 

Sheep-dips. 

Sir  Edward  Strachey  has  stated  that  although  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  raise  no  objection  to  the  salving  of  sheep, 
they  nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  dipping  and  treat- 
ment of  sheep,  and  of  the  advice  of  their  veterinary 
officers  on  this  matter,  cannot  regard  it  as  such  an  effective 
precaution  against  sheep-scab  as  dipping  in  an  approved 
sheep-dip. 

Sunday  Trading. 
The  Prime  Minister  has  intimated  that  it  is  impossible 
for  the  Government  either  to  introauce  legislation  or  to 
give  facilities  for  any  private  members'  Bills  dealing  with 
the  subject  of  Sunday  tradin3. 

The  Irish  Trade-mark. 
According  to  a  reply  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  it  appears  that  ihe  Australian  Commonwealth 
Minister  for  Trade  and  Customs  has  informed  the  Irish 
Industrial  Development  Association,  in  whose  name  the 
Irish  trade-mark  is  registered,  that  he  considers  that 
while  the  presence  of  the  Irish  trade-mark  would  be  valu- 
able as  additional  evidence  of  origin,  it  would  be  found 
vsry  desirable,  in  the  interests  of  the  movement  for  the 
protection  and  marking  of  goods  of  Irish  manufacture,  that 
his  Department  should  also  require  the  usual  certificate  of 
origin  signed  by  the  manufacturer  or  exporter. 

Notes. 

Mr.  Winfrey's  Pharmacy  Bill  is  now  marked  "Dropped," 
which  means  that  he  has  not  yet  selected  another  date  for 
the  proposed  second  reading. 

Mr.  John  Smith,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  ex-President,  are  now 
in  London  for  the  purpose  of  joining  the  deputation  to  the 
Earl  of  Crewe  on  Friday. 

The  question  of  the  destination  of  consignments  of  talc 
shipped  from  Ireland  and  Bordeaux  to  Liverpool  is  en- 
gagmg  Parliamentary  attention.  According  to  Mr.  Halpin, 
M.P.,  some  600  tons  is  sent  from  the  latter  port  monthly, 
and  is  used  for  the  adulteration  of  flour.  Mr.  Eussell  asks 
for  more  particulars.  Possibly  the  use  of  French  chalk  for 
polishing  rice  to  give  it  a  bright  and  clean  appearance  is 
the  cause  of  the  hon.  member's  question.

British  Chemical  Industry. 

THE  section  devoted  to  British  Chemical  Industry  is 
easy  to  find  to  those  visitors  who  arrive  by  the  Wood 
Lane  entrance.  Walking  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the 
Court  of  Honour  this  section  occupies  the  first  building  on 
the  right-hand  side.  The  committee  which  looks  after  the 
section  has  as  chairman  Mr.  Alfred  Mond,  M.P.,  while  Sir 
Boverton  Redwood  is  the  vice-chairman.  In  the  following 
notes  on  the  exhibits  an  alphabetical  arrangement  has  been 
adopted  as  the  most  convenient.  No  definite  plan  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Exhibition  authorities  in  arranging 
this  section,  but  little  difficulty  should  be  experienced 
in  finding  any  particular  exhibit. 

The  Anglo-American  Oil  Co..  Ltd.,  22  Billiter  Street, 
London,  E.C.,  show  a  number  of  petroleum  products. 
These  include  "White  Rose"  and  "Daylight"  lamp  oils 
and  Pratt's  motor  spirit,  which  is  much  in  demand  in 
these  days  of  motor-cars.  There  are  two  fine  models  of 
the  company's  oil  steamers.  The  large  busts  of  the  King 
and  President  Fallieres  are  made  of  paraffin  wax.  The 
smokeless  oil  heaters  and  cookers  are  worth  more  than  a 
cursory  examination. 

Anglo-American  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Frith 
Road,  Croydon,  have  a  large  wall-case  full  of  Huxley's 
syrup  of  acid  glycero-phosphates  in  various  combinations. 
Tickets  describing  the  product  are  shown  in  Spanish, 
German,  and  French.  In  the  centre  of  the  case  there 
are  a  few  vases  showing  the  ingredients  which  enter  into 
the  composition  of  the  syrup.  A  small  souvenir  of  the 
Exhibition  is  here  being  distributed  giving  a  plan  and  Icey 
of  the  Exhibition  buildings,  which  strangers  find  very 
useful. 

Anios,  Ltd.,  18  Anson  Road,  Cricklewood,  are  show- 
ing a  disinfectant  called  "Anios,"  which  is  being  intro- 
duced in  this  country,  being,  we  believe,  of  French  origin. 
Anios  is  prepared  in  many  forms,  for  toilet  and  medicinal 
use,  in  powder  form,  and  as  a  crude  fluid.  The  medicinal 
anios  is  stated  to  be  vanadium  trioxychloromethyl. 

J.  &  E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  24  Old  Bond  Street,  London, 
W.,  have  a  beautiful  exhibit  in  a  corner  position  in  the 
Textile  Court  adjoining  the  Chemical  Industry  section. 
It  takes  the  form  of  a  boudoir  furnished  in  Louis-XV. 
style.  The  furniture  is  original  and  not  reproductions  of 
old  models.  The  clock  and  mirror  are  in  the  same  style. 
In  the  centre  is  a  perfume  fountain,  while  on  the  table  and 
in  small  cases  are  samples  of  the  company's  perfumes. 
The  newest  perfume  is  the  Joss  flower  bouquet. 

The  British  Alizarine  Co.,  Ltd.,  Silvertown,  London, 
E.,  have  an  exhibit  which  illustrates  the  manufacture  of 
alizarine  dyes  and  allied  substances  such  as  anthrapur- 
purine,  flavopurpurine,  and  alizarine  blue.  Alizarine  is 
one  of  the  most  stable  of  the  vegetable  dyes.  It  was  for 
centuries  employed  in  the  form  of  maddsr,  but  the  ali- 
zarine now  used  is  an  artificial  product,  the  process  for 
manufacturing  which  starts  at  anthracene.  The  primary, 
intermediate,  and  end  products  are  all  shown  in  this 
exhibit.  The  fine  long  needle-crystals  of  anthraquinone 
and  slizarinfl  in  the  centre  of  the  case  are  of  exceptional 
beauty. 

The  British  Camphor  Co.,  Ltd.,  165  Queen  Victoria 
Street,  London,  E.G.,  are  responsible  for  a  persistent 
odour  of  camphor  in  one  part  of  the  Chemical  Industries 
section.  In  a  table-case  this  company  is  showing  synthetic 
camphor  in  bells,  blocks;  and  flowers,  and  also  the  by- 
products of  the  manufacture,  such  as  camphene,  borneol, 
camphoric  acid,  camphoric  oxime,  and  terpene  hydrate. 

The  British  Cyanides  Co.,  Ltd.,  Oldbury,  have  an 
exhibit  in  the  form  of  a  shop-window.  In  the  centre  i.'! 
a  kind  of  temple  built  up  of  ferrocyanides  of  potash  and 
soda,  the  lemon  and  yellow  colours  of  these  compounds 
predominating.  Potassium  cyanide  is  the  other  principal 
product  exhibited. 

H.  Bronnley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Acton  Vale,  W. ,  have  a  large 
space  devoted  to  exhibiting  Courvoisier's  otto  of  violets, 
savon  Havaneta.  and  IMalloween  cream.  The  handsome 
wall-case,  in  Louis-XVI.  style,  is  a  much  admired  feature 
of  this  section  of  the  Exhibition ;  and  an  invitation  is 
given  in  French  to  visit  the  company's  factory  at  Warple 
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Way.  The  exhibit  is  a  capital  way  of  advertising  the 
special  perfumes  and  soaps  to  the  public,  and  should  lead 
to  an  increased  demand  at  the  chemists'. 

E.  Brown  &  Sok^  7  Garrick  Street,  London,  W.C.,  havo 
boot-polishes  of  various  kinds  on  show.  These  are  known 
under  the  generic  name  of  Meltonian.  A  special  variety 
of  dressing  is  Parian  white  for  canvas  shoes. 

Brtjnner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Northwich,  have  a  heavy 
circular  stand  vdth  oak  buttresses  and  copper  dome.  The 
products  shown  are  alkali  (made  by  the  Solvay  process), 
caustic  soda,  crystal  soda,  bicarbonate  of  soda,  soda 
crystals,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  bleaching-powder,  muriatic 
acid,  pure  zinc,  and  voltoids  of  sal  ammoniac.  The  use 
of  bicarbonate  of  soda  in  the  preparation  of  aerated  waters 
has  been  often  referred  to  in  the  C.  ct  D.  Some  special 
forms  of  sal  ammoniac  are  shown,  the  chief  oeing  the 
voltoids  (small,  hard  buttons  for  batter  ies),  *'  salamac 
(bars  of  the  compressed  muriate  for  tinning  and  soldering 
purposes),  and  "No.  2  Fine  Muriate"  (a  finely  divided 
salt  which  is  replacing  the  old-style  galvanisers'  crystals). 
Calcium  chloride  is  finding  new  industrial  applications, 
some  of  these  being  for  the  prevention  of  dust  on  roads 
(1  cwt.  in  100  gals,  of  water),  :is  a  circulating  medium  in 
refrigerating-machines,  as  a  non-freezing  liquid  for  motor- 
coolers,  in  wet  meters,  and  for  filling  fire-buckets.  Solu- 
tion of  calcium  chloride  is  also  being  used  for  obtaining 
definite  temperatures  in  fruit  and  vegetable  canning,  a 
given  strength  always  boiling  at  the  same  temperature. 

The  BuRMiH  Oil  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  have  a  beautifully 
carved  stand  of  Burmese  workmanship,  in  which  are  dis- 
played samples  of  Burmah  crude  petroleum  and  the  lubri- 
cating oils  which  are  .prepared  from  them.  The  burning 
oils  include  the  brands  "Oriental,"  "Victoria,"  and 
"  Gold  Mohur." 

BuRROUcHS  Wellcome  &  Co.,  Snow  Hill  Buihlin.^fs, 
London,  E.C.,  have  in  this  section  a  general  exhibit  of 
chemicals,  tabloids,  and  hazeline  products.  From  the  top 
of  the  interior  of  the  case  are  suspended  vases  of  tabloids 
arranged  in  the  form  of  an  inverted  pryamid.  On  the 
ground  space  of  the  large  square  case  is  a  selection  of  his- 
toric medicine-chests  which  have  been  supplied  to  various 
explorations.  The  centre  of  the  case  is  filled  with  a  cho.v 
of  fine  chemicals  and  compressed  bandages,  which  are 
among  the  specialities  of  this  enterprising  house.  A  word 
should  be  said  for  the  artistic  tone  of  this  exhibit,  which 
is  of  the  highest. 

The  Castner-Kellnee  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  13  Abchurch 
Lane,  London,  E.C.,  and  the  Casskl  Cyanide  Co.,  Ltd. 
Glasgow,  have  a  combined  exhibit.  The  large  space  is 
only  utflised  to  show  a  limited  number  of  chemicals.  In 
the  centre  is  a  globe  containing  metallic  sodium,  in  appear- 
ance like  burnished  silver ;  while  in  the  vases  are  shown 
sodium  cyanide,  caustic  soda,  sodium  amide,  and  dicyana- 
mide.  Diagrammatic  models  show  the  increase  in  the 
production  of  gold  and  silver  within  the  last  twenty  years. 

Chance  &  Hunt,  Ltd.,  Oldbui-y,  are  exhibiting  hiiavy 
chemicals  of  the  "  Fortress  "  brand.  These  are  displayed 
in  large  jars,  and  include  ammonia  and  its  salts,  hydro- 
chloric and  sulphuric  acid,  copper  sulphate,  caustic  sodn, 
and  sulphur.  The  sulphur  is  shown  in  the  variius  kiiuls 
such  as  flowers,  roll,  rock,  and  kibbled — the  last-named, 
not  much  known  in  chemists'  shops,  being  small  :  quj,'.'.;s. 

Spencer  Chapman  &  Messel,  Ltd.,  36  l\Iark  I.j.ne, 
London,  E.C.,  exhibit  the  "Anchor"  brand  chemicals. 
The  various  kinds  of  sulphuric  acid  are  interesting,  theie 
being  B.O.V.,  C.O.V.,  C.A.,  and  Nordhausen  acid.  The 
latter  acid  is  shown  in  several  strengths,  from  20  to  ICQ  ]>er 
cent.  The  40-per-cent.  acid  is  glacial,  and  the  100-per- 
cent is  in  silky  crystals.  At  the  Silvertown  works  of  this 
company  the  catalj'tic  process  of  manufacturing  sulphuric 
acid  is  carried  out.  A  specimen  is  shown  of  Norwegian 
basic  nitrate  of  lime  prepared  from  atmospheric  air. 

The  Clayton  Aniline  Co.,  Ltd.,  Clayton,  Manchester, 
devote  their  exhibit  to  synthetic  camphor  and  its  inter- 
mediary products.  First  there  is  a  sample  of  turpentine, 
which  yields  the  pinene  from  which  the  pinene  hydro- 
chloride is  made.  The  next  step  is  the  conversion  of 
pinene  hydrochloride  into  camphene  and  isobornyl  acetate. 
The  isoborneol,  which  results  from  saponifying  the  last- 
named  product,  is  finally  oxidised  into  camphor.  The 
possession  of  several  patents  covering  the  steps  outlined 


above  places  the  company  in  an  exceptional  position  in 
regard  to  the  manufacture  of  synthetic  camphor.  Another 
interesting  portion  of  this  exhibit  is  that  of  the  chlorine 
derivatives  of  acetylene,  which  hold  out  great  prospects 
as  solvents  for  oils  and  fats,  resins  and  caoutchous. 
Acetylene  tetrachloride  and  its  derivative  tri-chlor- 
ethylene,  are  the  cheapest  of  the  series,  and  they  are  non- 
inflammable. 

F.  S.  Clea  VER  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Holborn,  London,  W^.C.^ 
have  an  exhibit  of  soap  and  perfume.  The  operations  of 
milling  and  pressing  soap  into  cakes  is  being  shown,  Coly's 
soap  being  the  one  operated  on  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 
In  the  front  of  the  stand  is  shown  a  tablet  of  old  brown 
Windsor  soap,  which  was  purchased  at  Messrs.  Cleaver's 
stall  at  the  1851  International  Exhibition. 

The  Erasmic  Co.,  Ltd.,  Warrington,  and  Jo-Seph  Cros- 
FiELD_&  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  provided  the  novelty  of  the 
Chemical  Industries'  section  in  the  shape  of  a  large  soap- 
bubble  fountain.  This  is  a  tall  erection  in  the  centre  of 
the  stand  which  gives  out  a  constant  supply  of  bubbles 
which  form  themselves  into  a  thick  sipral  column.  The 
effect  is  heightened  by  red  and  white  electric  lamps 
beneath  the  mass  of  iridescent  bubbles,  which  alternately 
change  every  few  minutes.  We  mentioned  that  the  com- 
pany had  a  similar  fountain  at  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition, 
but  that  was  subsequently  destroyed  in  the  earthquake  at 
San  Francisco,  whither  it  had  been  removed.  It  is  stated 
that  a  pound  of  soap  yields  25.344,000  bubbles.  A  full 
line  of  the  Erasmic  and  Crosfield  soaps  and  perfumes  are 
shown,  visitors  being  energetically  looked  after  by  wide- 
awake attendants.  One  of  the  corner  cases  has  in  it  an 
instructive  series  of  silicates  of  soda  and  potash  in  solu- 
tion and  in  the  form  of  glass.  Three  kinds  of  solid  sili- 
cate are  shown,  these  being  of  blue  and  green  tints,  and  ai 
cruder  kind,  yellow,  like  resin. 

J.  C.  &  J.  Field,  Ltd.,  Lambeth,  S.E.,  are  showing  a 
large  assortment  of  soap  and  candles.  Varnishes  and 
stains  are  also  made  by  the  company,  and  we  were 
attracted  by  fine  specimens  of  varnish  gums  such  as 
Kauri,  animi,  and  copal. 

R.  &  J.  Garroway,  Glasgow,  have  a  large  model  of  the 
Netherfield  Chemical-works,  and  round  it  samples  of  the 
products  turned  out  at  the  works.  Many  of  these  are 
chemicals  used  in  special  industries,  such  as  paper-making, 
dyeing,  and  sewage  purification.  The  trade-mark  is  a  red 
cross.  "  A  remedy  for  burns,"  as  the  heading  of  a  printed 
card,  attracted  our  attention.  It  is  a  letter  from  Mr. 
John  Garroway,  and  the  remedy  is  of  the  simplest  de- 
scription, being  no  other  than  a  piece  of  dry  paper  pressed 
on  the  burn.  The  pharmacist  can  hardly  put  up  paper  as 
a  burn-remedy. 

The  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.,  Horseferry  Road,  London, 
S.W.,  have  an  instructive  exhibit  which  shows  the  large 
number  of  chemicals  that  are  obtained  as  by-products  in 
the  manufacture  of  gas.  At  the  top  of  the  large  show-case 
there  is  a  lump  of  gas  coal,  and  next  to  it  some  "  carbo  "■ 
or  partially  distilled  coal,  which  has  been  recently  intro- 
duced as  a  smokeless  fuel.  Then  come  vases  of  "gas 
liquor,"  from  which  ammonia  is  recovered,  and  tar,  which 
condenses  as  the  gas  cools  and  is  the  source  of  naphtha, 
creosote,  carbolic  acid,  anthracene,  and  pitch.  Carbon 
bisulphide,  benzol,  and  cyanogen  compounds  are  other 
important  products  obtained  in  the  process  of  purifying- 
gas.  The  recovery  of  cyanogen  compounds,  a  compara- 
tively recent  process  in  gas  manufacture,  yields  the  ferro- 
cyanides,  Prussian  blue,  and  other  cyanogen  colours. 
Many  of  the  by-products  of  gas  manufacture  are  of 
interest  to  chemists  and  druggists.  One  sees,  for  instance, 
the  many  varieties  in  which  naphthalene,  for  moth-destruc- 
tion, can  be  obtained — balls,  candles,  tablets,  and 
"shackles" — and  about  eight  distinct  kinds  of  carbolie 
acid.  Specimens  are  shown  of  most  of  the  hydrocarbons, 
oxygenated  bodies,  and  nitrogen  compounds  yielded  on 
destructively  distilling  coal.  A  useful  booklet  on  the  uses 
of  sulphate  of  ammonia  which  is  being  distributed  con- 
tains a  collection  of  formul.-e  for  artificial  manures.  The 
company  have  another  exhibit  in  the  Machinery  Hall. 

John  Gosnell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  101  Sonthwark  Street, 
London,  S.E.,  have  a  central  position  a  little  removed  from 
the  Chemical  Industry  section.  The  stand  is  mainly  con- 
structed of  polished  brass  and  is  very  attractive.  Cherry 
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blossom  is  the  motif  of  the  exhibit,  and  a  good  business  is 
being  done  in  samples  of  the  cherry-blossom  products. 
There  is  a  special  "Franco-British  Exhibition  bouquet," 
which  visitors  buy  as  a  souvenir.  "La  vendeuse  parle 
frangaise,"  says  a  notice  at  one  side  of  the  exhibit,  and 
seems  to  interest  the  French  people  to  whom  Gosnell's 
products  are  well  known 

Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Stratford,  E.,  have  a  case  of 
chemicals  showing  the  range  of  the  company's  manufac- 
tures. The  object  of  the  exhibit  has  been,  we  are 
informed,  to  show  the  standard  of  excellence  that  is  ob- 
tainable on  a  large  scale,  not  to  produce  fancy  specimens 
which  do  not  correspond  with  the  average  purity  of  the 
products  manufactured  by  the  company.  The  chief  place 
is  given  to  quinine  salts,  and  it  is  an  instructive  exhibit 
to  those  who  desire  to  profit  by  their  visit  and  increase 
their  knowledge  of  the  chemistry  of  cinchona.  The  sub- 
ject is  one  which  is  peculiarly  appropriate  to  this  exhibi- 
tion, for  it  was  Pelletier  and  Caventou  in  France  who  first 
evolved  a  process  of  preparing  quinine  and  cinchonine  on 
a  commercial  scale;  while  the  Howards  in  England,  fol- 
lowing this  up  closely  by  long  and  patient  investigations, 
were  able  to  show  the  best  cinchonas  to  cultivate,  and  to 
make  a  reputation  for  cinchona  alkaloids  which  is  as 
deserved  as  it  is  enviable.  In  this  case  can  be  seen  many 
rare  cinchona  alkaloids  and  salts  cheek  by  jowl  with  the 
ordinary  commercial  salts.  Here  can  be  inspected  at 
leisure  hydro-cinchonine,  allo-cinchonine,  concusconine, 
quincine,  cinchonamine,  cinchotenine,  platinochloride  of 
cuprein,  chromate  of  hydroquinine,  quinate  of  calcium, 
and  the  beautiful  herepathite.  Messrs.  Howards'  exhibit 
includes  many  other  vegeto-alkaloids  and  also  the  pure 
chemicals  which  are  specialities  of  the  company — sodium 
bicarbonate,  benzoic  acid  (ex  gum),  calomel  (both  the 
white  hydrosublimed  and  fawn-coloured  variety),  mer- 
curic salts,  bismuth  salts,  citric  acid,  iodides,  camphor, 
bromides,  iodoform  (of  exceptional  paleness),  and  mag- 
nesia salts.  Those  who  admire  crystalline  form  should 
notice  the  magnificent  crystals  of  Epsom  salts,  potassium 
bromide,  and  caffeine.  The  trochisque  form  of  bismuth 
subnitrate,  which  is  shown,  is  largely  used  on  the  Con- 
tinent. The  medals  gained  by  the  company  are  shown  in 
the  case,  which  include  the  plaque-form  medal  of  the  St. 
Louis  Exhibition. 

John  Jakson  &  Co.,  Mitcham  Road,  West  Croydon,  have 
a  stand  containing  bottles  of  ol.  menth.  pip.  ang. 
Mitcham.  The  firm  have  six  farms  and  three  distilleries 
in  the  Mitcham  district  for  the  production  of  oils  of 
peppermint,  lavender,  rosemary,  and  camomile.  Circulars 
and  postcards  are  shown  in  the  case  with  pictures  of  the 
■operations  of  harvesting  and  distilling  herbs.  It  is 
interesting  to  record  that  on  the  occasion  of  the  recent 
visit  of  the  King  and  the  President  of  the  French  Re- 
public the  head  of  this  firm,  M.  P.  Lelasseur,  was 
decorated  by  M.  Fallieres  with  the  French  Order 
"  Merite  Agricole." 

•Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  64  Cannon 
Street,  London,  E.G.,  are  showing  Jeyes'  fluid,  cyllin,  and 
the  various  preparations  made  from  them.  One  case  is 
devoted  to  the  purely  medicinal  products,  and  not  far  off 
are  arranged  the  toilet-articles  which  has  Jeyes'  compounds 
as  the  basis.  Senalia  soap,  cyllinette  sanitary  towels,  and 
the  newly  introduced  telephone-caps  are  to  be  seen.  The 
attendant,  in  nurse's  costume,  converses  to  visitors  in 
several  languages. 

Kestner  Evaporator  and  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  181 
Queen  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C.,  have  a  large  model 
of  a  Kestner  evaporator  composed  of  six  chambers.  In  the 
lower  part  of  the  stand  are  samples  of  products  which 
have  been  concentrated  in  the  Kestner  apparatus,  includ- 
ing glycerin,  milk  sugar,  and  various  chemicals. 

John  Knight,  Ltd.,  the  Royal  Primrose  Soap-works, 
London,  E.,  have  an  exhibit  in  the  form  of  a  country 
cottage.  The  mossy  spaces  outside  the  cottage  are  flecked 
with  primroses.  The  windows  of  the  building  are  set 
apart  for  the  following  groups  of  specialities  :  (1)  soft 
soap,  (2)  "Quick-washer,"  (3)  Iperia  soap,  (4)  Primrose 
soap,_  (5)  Shavalio  soap,  (6)  miscellaneous  toilet-soaps. 
The  interior  of  the  cottage  is  utilised  as  an  ofiice.  Visitors 
who  stop  to  admire  the  exhibit  are  given  an  advertising 
souvenir. 


W.  Martindalb,  10  New  Cavendish  Street,  London,  W., 
has  arranged  his  exhibit  in  the  form  of  an  ancient  phar- 
macy. This  was  figured  in  the  C.  ct-  D.,  May  23,  p.  804, 
and  is  well  worth  careful  examination,  as  the  idea  of  age 
has  been  carried  out  with  excellent  taste.  The  small 
window-panes,  old  pharmacy  pots,  and  old-style  labels  are 
correctly  combined.  Everything,  however,  is  not  old,  as 
one  may  see  on  closer  examination  that  the  old-style  labels 
describe  some  of  the  newest  pharmaceutical  products,  such 
as  trilactine,  vescettes,  tylarsin,  maltolivine,  and  the 
interesting  class  of  glycetracta,  which  were  recently  de- 
scribed by  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  A  nicely  produced  souvenir  is  given  to  visitors 
at  this  pharmacy  which  has  on  the  back  page  a  quaint  repro- 
duction of  the  "Apothecary's  Prayer,"  published  over  a 
hundred  years  ago. 

May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  Battcrsea,  S.W.,  have  a  fine  ex- 
hibit of  preparations  of  bismuth,  borax,  cadmium,  copper, 
cobalt,  camphor,  lead,  lithium,  magnesium,  mercury, 
nickel,  potassium,  and  strontium.  Visitors  will  notice  the 
crystallised  borax  which  has  been  arranged  in  fancy  shapes 
on  a  basket-work  nidus.  There  is  a  section  of  a  crucible 
of  crystalline  bismuth  metal  of  exceptional  beauty.  Colour 
IS  given  to  the  exhibit  by  the  delicate  pink  cobalt  phos- 
phate, the  green  of  the  nickel  sulphate,  the  scarlet  of  the 
mercuric  iodide,  and  the  brilliant  yellow  of  the  antimony 
sulphide. 

The  Mono  Nickel  Co.,  Ltd.,  39  Victoria  Street,  London, 
S.W.,  specialise  in  nickel  and  copper,  the  former  being 
made  by  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond's  process.  The  "  Maple  " 
brand  copper  sulphate  is  prominent,  but  the  major  part  of 
the  exhibit  is  of  the  various  kinds  of  metallic  nickel  and 
its  salts. 

T.  Morson  &  Son,  14  Elm  Street,  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C.,  have  a  square  show-case  containing  speci- 
mens of  the  many  fine  chemicals  they  manufacture.  Two 
vases  on  the  top  of  the  case  contain  saccharated  wheat 
phosphates  and  pepsina  porci  preparations,  with  which 
the  name  of  Morson  is  indissolubly  bound  up.  There  are 
four  glass  shelves  in  the  show-case.  The  top  one  is  devoted 
to  beechwood-tar  oil,  pine-tar  oil,  beechwood  kreosote, 
iodoform,  and  Lister's  cyanide  (zinci  et  hydrargyri 
cyanidum  tinctum).  The  prominent  feature  of  the  next 
shelf  is  a  beautifully  iridescent  specimen  of  metallic  bis- 
muth. The  rest  of  the  shelf  is  devoted  to  bismuth  salts, 
among  them  being  bismuth  subgallate  and  glistening  scales 
of  bismuth  et  ammonium  citrate.  Podophyllin,  chrysa- 
robin,  salicylic  acid,  oil  of  wintergreen,  valerianate  of 
zinc,  and  the  iodides  occupy  another  shelf ;  while  the 
bottom  of  the  case  is  mainly  occupied  by  scale  prepara- 
tions. These  include  the  green  variety  of  ferri  et  ammonii 
citras,  potassium  boro-tartras,  and  ferri  glycerophosphas. 
There  is  also  a  sample  of  chlorbutol  (CHuCljOH).  When 
one  considers  that  all  the  chemicals  shown  in  the  case  are 
made  by  the  firm,  the  interesting  character  of  the  exhibit 
is  apparent. 

Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Thorn cliffe,  Shef- 
field, devote  a  large  allotment  of  space  to  showing  Izal 
disinfectant  and  products.  The  various  packages  and 
drums  in  which  Izal  is  sent  out  are  shown  on  the  floor, 
and  in  upright  oak  stands  at  the  corners  of  the  space  are 
exhibited  the  soap,  oil  lozenges,  embrocation,  cream,  oint- 
ment, powder,  izo-izal,  and  Thorncliffe  sulphur  candles. 
Izo-izal  is  sold  especially  as  a  pesticide  and  pulicide,  one 
part  of  izo-izal  in  a  hundred  parts  of  water  kills  fleas  in 
forty-five  seconds.  Booklets  on  the  uses  of  izal  are  being 
given  away  to  visitors,  and  should  serve  to  advertise  the 
disinfectant  to  the  public. 

W.  G.  Nixey,  12  Soho  Square,  London,  W.C.,  exhibit 
blacklead  in  various  forms,  chiefly  for  stove-polishing. 
Some  hints  on  blacklead  can  be  obtained  by  a  study  of 
the  varieties  here  shown,  natural  as  well  as  manufactured. 

Oowana  Soap  and  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow  Bridge  Wharf, 
Stratford,  E.,  have  a  large  exhibit  of  Oowana  soaps  and 
perfumes.  The  space  is  tastefully  arranged  with  alternate 
rows  of  green,  red,  and  pale  yellow  boxes  of  soap.  There 
are  a  good  number  of  bowls  of  soap  with  whisks  for  bath 
use,  and  also  the  smaller  bowls  of  shaving  soap.  Snowdol 
disinfectant  and  carbolic-powders  are  also  shown.  The 
exhibit  should  do  much  to  increase  the  popularity  of  the 
Oowana  products. 
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Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  hold  the  concession  for  a 
chemist's  shop  in  the  Exhibition.  We  were  told  that  a 
good  deal  of  business  is  done  with  exhibitors,  attendants, 
and  visitors  in  headache-draughts.  The  dispensing  of 
prescriptions  is  undertaken,  the  stand  being  in  telephonic 
communication  with  the  company's  Shepherd's  Bush 
branch.  Perfumery  and  all  kinds  of  chemists'  articles  are 
on  sale. 

A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  London,  have  a  circular  gold  and 
blue  stand  in  a  central  position.  It  is  devoted  to  the 
immortal  Pears'  soap.  In  the  centre  is  the  well-known 
"  dirty-boy  "  statue,  and  around  are  dishes  of  the  various 
packages  of  Pears'  soap.  The  corners  of  the  stand  are 
occupied  by  vases  of  sweet  peas  of  delicate  shades. 

Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  Belmont  Works, 
Battersea,  have  a  large  corner  space  occupied  by  three 
showcases.  The  central  and  largest  case  is  divided  into 
four  sections  devoted  to  (1)  candles,  (2)  night-lights,  (3) 
glycerin  and  petroleum  jelly,  and  (4)  lubricating  oils. 
The  last-named  section  includes  Rangoon  oil  and  jelly, 
cirogene  chain-lubricant,  manulav  for  removing  grease  and 
stains,  and  typewriter  oil.  The  two  smaller  cases  are 
given  over  to  perfumes  and  toilet  soap,  the  chief  kinds 
being  Regina  violet,  sweet-pea,  carnation,  melbalm,  and 
Bonsavine.  The  stands  are  surmounted  by  stearin  busts 
of  the  King  and  Queen. 

Eugene  Rimmel^  Ltd.,  Oxendon  Street,  Haymarket, 
London,  S.W.,  have  their  stand  attractively  arranged.  It 
is  in  form  of  a  room  with  a  rose-coloured  carpet,  a  basket 
of  flowers  in  the  centre,  and  showcases  round  the  walls. 
The  perfumes  shown  ipoludo  "Golden  Fern,"  "Royal 
Shamrock,''  "  Ambre  Ideal,"  "British  Violets,"  and 
"  Osmea,"  some  of  these  being  also  represented  in  toilet 
soaps.  The  deep  crimson  wrappers  of  the  Savon  Royal  are 
quite  attractive. 

T.  B.  RowE  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Thames  Soap-works,  Brent- 
ford, are  showing  a  variety  of  soaps.  We  noted  specially 
the  soaps  for  technical  use  in  various  industries.  There 
is  a  pure  oil  soap  for  flannel-washing,  a  white-oil  soap  for 
silk  throwsters,  and  a  curd-soap  for  paper  manufacturers. 
On  the  door  of  the  office  is  an  historic  relic  in  the  form 
of  an  invoice  for  soap  which  was  bought  from  Mr.  Rowe 
in  1822.  The  5  cwt.  of  soap  invoiced  totalled  251.  in 
value. 

The  Salt  Union,  Ltd.,  Liverpool,  devote  their  stand  to 
salt.  In  the  centre  are  large  square  blocks  of  rock-salt 
supporting  an  artistic  fountain.  Round  the  walls  are 
specimens  of  Droitwich  brine  crystals,  Saltuna  bath  salt. 
Talk's  table  salt,  and  many  styles  of  packages  of  domestic 
salt. 

T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  22  City  Road,  London,  and  Edin- 
burgh, have  a  beautiful  show  of  alkaloids  which  will  well 
repay  a  close  examination.  The  exhibit  occupies  two 
square  upright  cases.  One  of  these  is  devoted  to  opium 
and  its  alkaloids  and  derivatives.  Nothing  finer  has  been 
shown  in  connection  with  alkaloidal  chemistry.  Here  one 
sees  a  collection  of  the  various  kinds  of  opium.  There 
are  four  kinds  of  Persian  opium — brick,  cone,  carrot,  and 
ball — each  wrapped  in  red  paper.  Near  by  are  samples 
of  Karahissar,  Indian  (balls),  Youghournia  (square  cakes), 
Salonica,  Egyptian  (brick),  Tokat,  Malatia  (flattish 
lumps),  and  Australian  (circular  cakes)  opium.  The 
twenty  or  so  well-defined  alkaloids  of  opium  are  well 
represented,  man^  rare  s?Hs  being  also  shown.  There 
are  large  pyramids  of  morphine  hydrochloride  and  sul- 
phate, and  a  huge  block  of  codeine  crystallised  like  alum. 
Among  the  rare  alkaloids  of  opium  are  cryptopine  and 
gnoscopine,  which  were  discovered  by  T.  &  H.  Smith, 
the  former  in  1864  and  the  latter  in  1878.  Xanthaline 
is  also  shown  and  its  yellow  salts.  The  most  noticeable 
feature  in  the  second  case  is  a  glass  dish  of  caffeine  in 
silky  crystals  and  a  nacreous  appearance.  The  four 
corners  of  the  case  are  occupied  by  glass  skittle-shaped 
jars  of  aloin,  scammony  resin,  salicin,  and  morphine 
cubes.  At  the  top  is  a  tall  vase  of  chloroform,  and  among 
the  other  contents  are  specimens  of  quinine,  theobromine, 
caffeine,  and  strychnine  alkaloids  and  salts.  Resins  and 
resinoids  are  also  shown.  Many  uncommon  salts  of  the 
alkaloids  may  be  seen  in  this  exhibit.  A  booklet  describ- 
ing the  exhibits  is  nearly  ready  for  issue. 

The  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  30  James  Street,  Liver- 


pool, are  showing  specimens  of  the  chemicals  they  manu- 
facture. The  case,  a  very  handsome  one,  is  made  of 
mahogany  and  is  lined  with  blue  cloth.  The  chemicals 
are  displayed  in  large  stoppered  jars.  These  include 
acetone,  copper  sulphate,  '  ■  strawsonite,"  "Diamond" 
soda,  "Chloros,"  pearlash,  laundry  bleach,  hypo,  re- 
covered manganese,  fertilisers,  purple  ore,  caustic  potas,"  , 
saltcake,  potassium  chlorate,  arsenic,  acetone,  sulphuric 
acid,  chloroform,  and  glacial  acetic  acid.  A  series  of 
booklets  addressed  to  galvanisers,  bleachers,  glass-makers, 
soap-makers,  and  paper-makers  gives  special  hints  as  to 
the  use  of  some  of  the  company's  chemicals  in  the  industries 
referred  to. 

The  Velvix  Toilet  Co.,  42a  Hampstead  Road,  London, 
N.  W.,  have  a  large  and  attractive  show  of  the  velvix  toilet 
specialities.  Large  show-jars  of  the  beauty  cream  are 
central  objects  of  attraction.  The  other  articles  of  the 
series  are  skin-food,  complexion-lotion,  toilet-cream,  com- 
plexion-powder, liquid  dentifrice,  bath  tablets,  tooth-paste, 
bouquet,  depilatory,  and  toilet  soap.  All  these  are  associ- 
ated with  the  name  Velvix. 

Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratories,  King 
Street,  Snow  Hill,  London,  E.C.,  have  a  square  case 
showing  the  results  of  the  many  chemical  researches  that 
have  been  carried  on  within  the  past  few  years.  Some 
time  can  be  spent  in  examining  the  details.  The  plan  is 
best  explained  by  an  example.  One  of  the  researches  has 
been  in  regard  to  Morinda  longi flora.  Specimens  of  the 
root  and  leaves  are  placed  in  two  glass  jars,  and  between 
them  are  seven  little  vases  containing  principles  which 
were  obtained  in  the  course  of  the  research.  The  neat 
labels  attached  to  the  shelf  in  front  of  the  vases  give  aU 
the  particulars  needed  of  the  exhibit.  The  other  instruc- 
tive researches  shown  in  this  manner  include  those  on 
Eriodictyon  calif ornicum ,  oils  of  Asarum  canadense,  rue, 
and  American  pennyroyal.  There  are  also  exhibited  new- 
compounds  of  iron,  bismuth,  and  manganese. 

Wellcome  Physiological  Research  Laboratories, 
Brockwell  Hall,  Heme  Hill,  London,  S.E.,  show  a  large 
number  of  physiological  specimens  and  the  serums  that 
have  been  prepared  for  the  cure  and  prevention  of  diseases 
caused  by  toxic  bacteria.  One  series  of  exhibits  consists 
of  specimens  of  animal  tissues  affected  by  various  diseases, 
and  others  show  the  methods  of  isolating  and  cultivating 
disease-causing  bacteria,  the  formation  of  precipitins, 
haemolysis  caused  by  snake  venom,  and  chromogenic  bac- 
teria. A  good  deal  of  information  is  conveyed  in  regard! 
to  the  various  potencies  of  diphtheria  antitoxic  serum. 

Thomas  Whiffen,  Battersea,  Geo.  Atkinson  &  Co.,  St 
Andrew's  Hill,  London,  E.G.,  and  J.  A.  Wink  &  Co, 
Devonshire  Square,  London,  E.G.,  being  under  the  same 
proprietorship,  occupy  a  case  together.  The  business  dates 
back  to  1654  through  the  predecessors  of  the  Atkinson 
branch.  The  Whiffen  firm  are  noted  for  their  make  of 
quinine  salts,  sti;ychnine,  salicin,  caffeine,  theobromine 
and  nicotine.  The  "Jacob  Hulle  "  brand  of  strychnine 
owes  its  name  to  a  former  proprietor,  who  first  devised  a 
process  for  making  pure  strychnine  on  a  commercial  scale. 
Qumetum,  which  Thomas  Whiffen  first  introduced  in 
1875,  and  unbleached  quinine  sulphate  in  1853,  are  shown 
among  the  alkaloids  of  cinchona.  Two  interesting  nico- 
tine salts  are  the  salicylate  and  tartrate.  There  is  a  good^ 
array  of  crude  drugs  on  show  from  which  the  alkaloids 
are  obtained.  The  firm  of  Geo.  Atkinson  &  Co.  make  spe- 
cialities of  camphor,  iodine,  and  bromine  preparations, 
vermilion,  and  essential  oils.  Two  small  living  plants  of 
Camyhora  ofjicinarum  are  shown.  The  brilliant  tints  of 
the  vermilions,  mercuric  iodide,  and  lead  iodide  give  wel- 
come note  of  colour  to  this  exhibit.  The  morphine  salts 
and  derivatives  are  shown  by  J.  A.  Wink  &  Co.,  and' 
include  some  of  the  rarer  alkaloids,  such  as  cryptopine, 
thebaine,  narceine,  and  narcotine. 

Reception  by  the  Science  Committee. 
On  Tuesday.  June  30.  at  5.30  p.m..  the  committee  who- 
have  organised  the  exhibit  illustrating  British  scientific 
research  held  a  reception  in  the  Hall  of  Science.  The 
guests  were  received  by  Sir  Norman  Lockyer,  K.C.B., 
(Chairman  of  the  committee).  Sir  William 'Mather.  Sir 
Alexr.  Pedler  (Secretary),  and  Professor  John  Perry. 
Some  of  the  exhibitors  were  present,  and  were  called  upoi> 
from  time  to  time  to  explain  their  specimens. 
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COUNCIL- 

THE  chief  business  at  Wednesday's  meeting  was  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  take  charge 
of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  connection  with  Parliamentary 
Bills  and  allied  matter.

W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law.  There  was  consider- 
able opposition  by  Messrs.  Campkin,  Currie,  G.  Hord, 
Hagon,  Hobbs  and  White  for  financial  or  personal  reasons. 
The  President  pointed  out  that  the  Parliametary  Secre- 
tary will  not  represent  individual  views,  but  those  of  the 
Council  as  a  whole.  From  the  Benevolent  Fund  172?. 
was  granted  to  needy  persons,  and  it  was  announced  that 
the  late  Mr.  Wilston,  of  Paisley,  had  left  a  legacy  of 
100?.  to  the  fund,  whilst  the  executor  of  the  late  Mr. 
Alexander  Bottle,  of  Dover,  in  accordance  with  a  memo- 
randum attached  to  Mr.  Bottle's  will,  sent  a  suin  of 
twenty  guineas.  Mr.  F.  H.  Lescher  is  to  give  the  inaugural 
address  to  the  students  at  the  opening  of  the  school  session  in 
September.  Mr.  W.  R.  Pratt  and  Mr.  S.  J.  E.  Bourn  were 
awarded  the  Bell  Scholarships  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
Local  Government  Board  are  to  be  made  acquainted  with 
the  correspondence  the  Society  has  had  with  the  City 
Corporation  regarding  the  Analysfs  allegations  against  the 
Society.

The  report  was  adopted.  The  President  observing  that 
the  Society's  financial  condition  is  now  satisfactory. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  next 
taken  in  committee,  after  which 

Dr.  Symes  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The  cases 
were  all  of  an  ordinary  character,  172?.  being  granted  to  the 
applicants  for  relief.  Dr.  Symes  referred  to  the  catholicity 
of  the  fund,  the  need  for  relief  being  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  the  inadequate  renumeration  which  chemists 
received  from  the  public.  It  is  a  pity,  said  Dr.  Symes, 
that  the  Orphan  Fund  is  not  better  known.  The  con- 
ditions upon  which  an  orphan  is  assisted  are  very  simple. 

Mr.  Cross  referred  to  the  case  of  the  orphan  child  of  the 
late  Mr.  G.  H.  Brunt,  of  Birmingham.  He  said  that  Mr. 
Brunt  rendered  great  service  to  the  local  association  at  a 
time  when  its  existence  was  threatened  by  lack  of  interest. 
Owing  to  a  long  illness  Mr.  Brunt's  business  dwindled  away, 
and  when  he  died,  in  December,  1906,  there  was  very  little 
left  for  his  family.  The  little  boy,  who  will  be  placed  in 
the  London  Orphan  Asylum  as  soon  as  he  reaches  the  proper 
age  (in  March),  will  until  then  be  supported  by  a  small  fund 
raised  by  local  chemists. 

The  Secretary  also  mentioned  this  case,  and  said  it  is 
astonishing  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Orphan  Fund  that 
exists.  He  stated  also  that  the  orphan  boy  Reeves,  referred 
to  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Council,  had  been  successful 
in  the  recent  election  of  the  London  Orphan  Asylum. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.  and  H. 

The  Treasurer  next  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Com- 
mittee. This  referred  to  the  attendances  at  the  Society's 
libraries  and  museums.  The  committee  authorised  the 
curator  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Museums  Association 
at  Ipswich,  and  recommended  that  his  expenses  be  defrayed 
by  the  Society.  Among  the  paragraphs  about  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  was  one  which  fixed  t'ne  fees,  for  the  short  course, 
at  11?.  per  term,  with  an  allowance  of  10s.  to  the  student- 
associates. 

Mr.  Gifford  considered  the  last-named  arrangement 
satisfactory. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Other  School  Matters. 

The  President  said  he  had  obtained  a  promise  from  Mr. 
F.  H.  Lescher  to  deliver  the  inaugural  address  to  the  students 
at  the  opening  of  the  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  on 
September  30. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Crossley.  Mr.  H.  G.  Greenish  and  Mr.  C.  H. 
Warner  were  re-appointed  as  professors  and  lecturer  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  several  applications  for 
registration  as  apprentices  and  students  had  been  received. 
These  had  been  accepted.  Two  other  applications  were  out 
of  the  ordinary,  but  he  advised  the  Council  to  accept 
them.    This  was  done. 
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Parliamentary  Secretary. 
It  was  decided  to  take  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  in  public,  which  was  as 
follows  :  The  President  brieiiy  reported  in  regard  to  the 
work  that  had  been  done  since  the  previous  meeting  in 
opposing  the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  In 
regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  Parliamentary  Secretary, 
the  committee's  recommendations  were  : 

(a)  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  it  is  advisable 
that  a  Parliamentary  Secretary  be  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  connection  with  Parliamentary 
Bills  and  allied  matters.  Such  ofKcer  to  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  and  the  Executive  officers  of  the 
Council. 

(b)  That  the  appointment  be  offered  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 
(£•)  That  a  stipend  of  iOOl.  per  annum  be  paid  for  the 

services  of  the  Parliamentary  Secretary. 

{d)  That  the  appointment  be  an  annual  one  subject  to 
determination  by  mutual  agreement  or  upon  three  months' 
notice  from  either  side. 

(e)  That  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  shall  report  to  the 
President  in  June  of  each  year,  or  oftener  if  required,  on 
the  Parliamentary  work  of  the  Session,  and  the  President 
shall  present  a  report  to  the  Council  at  its  July  meeting, 
when  the  question  of  the  re-appointment  of  the  officer  shall 
be  discussed  and  determined. 

The  remainder  of  the  report  was  a  reconmiendation  that 
the  correspondence  with  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
London,  regarding  the  allegations  against  the  Society  by  the 
City  Analyst,  be  sent  to  the  Local  G<ivernment  Board. 

Mr.  GiFFORD  asked  that  the  names  of  those  who  voted  on 
the  previous  evening  against  the  committee's  proposals 
regarding  a  Parliamentary  Secretary  be  recorded. 

The  President  replied  that  it  is  not  usual  to  record 
committee  divisions. 

Mr.  GiFFORD  said  he  simply  wished  to  make  it  known  that 
there  was  considerable  opposition  to  the  scheme. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  there  was  nothing  before  the  Council, 
so  that  the  discussion  was  out  of  order. 

The  President  then  put  the  resolution  that  the  report  be 
adopted.  He  said  the  scheme  had  been  well  discussed  in 
committee,  and  although  there  was  considerable  opposition 
each  clause  of  the  report  was  decided  upon  by  emphatic 
majorities.  The  appointment  is  most  desirable  and  the 
necessity  has  been  forced  on  the  Council  during  the  last  ten 
years.  It  had  had  to  be  delayed  owing  to  financial  con- 
siderations, and  the  difficulty  of  finding  the  right  man. 
All  bodies  of  the  type  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  find 
it  necessary  to  have  at  their  disposal  a  Parliamentary  agent  to 
revise  and  put  into  proper  form  proposals  in  regard  to 
legislation.  The  opposition  to  the  appointment  was,  he 
said,  based  entirely  on  misconception. 

Mr.  GiFFORD,  speaking  against  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  he  did  so  because  he  was  told  a  short  time  ago  that  the 
Society  cannot  afford  such  an  expenditure.  The  appoint- 
ment of  an  organising  secretary  would  have  been  more 
reasonable  and  would  have  increased  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Society.  Now,  when  everything  is  lost,  comes  the  hastily 
conceived  suggestion  to  appoint  a  Parliamentary  Secretary. 
He  would  like  t-o  know  what  such  a  secretary  can  do  that 
cannot  be  done  by  the  Society's  own  officers.  The  greatest 
influence  is  that  which  has  to  be  brought  on  individual  mem- 
bers of  Parliament,  and  this  is  best  brought  through  members 
of  the  Society  and  local  organisations.  He  also  opposed  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  because  he  does  not 
represent  his  (Mr.  Gifford's)  views. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  Pai-liamentary  Secre- 
tary would  not  be  required  to  represent  the  views  of  Mr. 
Gifford,  or  any  other  member  of  the  Council,  but  those 
of  the  whole  Council.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  GiFFORD  :  I  regard  this  as  a  very  material  question, 
and  would  like  to  know  what  position  on  this  matter  is  to 
be  taken  by  the  deputation  which  is  to  wait  on  the  Earl  of 
Crewe. 

The  President  :  As  a  member  of  that  committee  I  must 
decline  to  go  into  the  question. 

Mr.  CiTRRiE  said  he  could  not  conscientiously  support  the 
proposal  of  the  committee,  because  there  have  been  many 
times  when  such  a  man  has  been  needed  in  the  Society's 
history,  and  no  such  appointment  was  made.  Members  of 
the  Council  and  the  permanent  officers  of  the  Society  have 
done  their  work  assiduously,  and  he  did  not  see  the  necessity 
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of  appointing  an  individual  at  a  salary  of  7>00l.  a  year. 
It  is  an  outrage  on  the  general  opinion  that  the  necessity  for 
the  appointment  does  not  exist.  The  permanent  officers  and 
members  of  the  Council  are  quite  able  to  cope  with  any 
emergency  that  may  arise.  He  had  nothing  to  .say  against 
the  individual  it  is  proposed  to  appoint,  but  he  (Mr.  Currie) 
could  not  dissociate  himself  from  the  fact  that  in  matters  of 
this  kind  what  was  wanted  was  a  person  with  a  wide  know- 
ledge of  affairs,  and  who  has  not  some  other  ultimate  object 
in  view,  or  motive  other  than  love  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Mr.  HoBBS  associated  himself  with  the  views  of  Mr. 
Gifford  and  Mr.  Currie. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  the  appointment  had  been  hastily 
decided  upon,  but  there  is  a  serious  necessity  for  such  an 
appointment  if  the  labours  of  the  Society  in  the  future  in 
promoting  legislation  are  not  to  be  as  unprofitable  as  they 
have  been  in  the  past.  He  assumed  that  the  financial  side 
of  the  question  had  been  considered,  and  although  he  would 
probably  be  reminded  that  the  appointment  was  for  one 
year,  and  one  year  only,  still  he  hoped  that  in  this 
case  there  would  be  no  vested  interests,  but  that  the 
time  limit  would  be  adhered  to.  In  regard  to  the 
President's  remark  about  the  right  person  not  having 
been  available  before,  this  he  regarded  as  a  somewhat 
unfortunate  remark,  as  it  made  it  appear  that  a  job 
was  being  found  for  someone.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
present  Parliament  is  determined  to  do  work,  yet  the 
difficulty  of  getting  Bills  through  is  greater  than  ever. 
In  such  a  case  it  is  necessary  that  the  Society  should  have 
some  man  of  affairs  with  special  knowledge  of  pharmaceu- 
tical matters  to  look  after  Parliamentary  affairs.  The 
gentleman  named  in  the  report  seems  to  fill  these  require- 
ments. It  has  been  stated  that  the  permanent  officials  and 
the  Council  are  competent  to  do  the  work,  but  have  they  the 
time?  The  Parliamentary  Secretary  would  not  represent 
the  views  of  one  person,  but  would  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  the  Council  and  obtain  their  approval  before  doing  any- 
thing to  bind  the  Council.  He  (]\Ir.  Harrison)  thought  it 
wise  to  make  the  appointment  for  twelve  months,  and  he 
hoped  efforts  would  be  made  to  stop  legislation  this  session. 

Mr.  Rowsei.l  supported  the  report,  and  said  that  if  a 
Parliamentary  Secretary  had  been  appointed  twenty  years 
ago  things  would  have  been  very  different  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  necessary  to  make  the  appointment  without  any 
further  delay.  The  gentleman  suggested  is  exceptionally 
well  fitted  for  the  position. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  dis- 
cussed the  first  clause  of  the  comjnittee's  recommendation, 
to  find  out  whether  the  Council  approved  of  the  principle 
of  the  appointment  of  a  Parliamentary  agent  and  then  pro- 
ceed to  discuss  the  ways  and  means.  He  had  been  led  to 
believe  that  the  money  was  not  to  come  out  of  the  general 
funds  of  the  Society. 

The  President  :  Yes,  that  is  the  proposition. 

Mr.  Cuff  expressed  himself  as  entirely  in  sympathy  with 
the  proposals  as  they  stand,  and  owing  to  the  great  urgency 
the  appointment  should  not  be  delayed  any  longer. 

Mr.  Cross  said  the  course  suggested  by  Mr.  Campkin 
had  been  followed  in  the  discussion  in  committee. 

The  Treasurer  said  he  could  not  agree  with  the  hope 
expressed  by  Mr.  Harrison  that  legislation  would  be  delayed 
this  session.  He  thought  that  the  sooner  the  parties  come 
to  close  quarters  the  better.  In  reference  to  Mr.  Currie's 
remark  about  outcide  opinion  in  Scotland,  Mr.  Currie 
is  quite  entitled  to  give  it,  but  it  should  be  remembered 
that  it  is  only  an  opinion.  He  (the  Treasurer)  thought  the 
appointment  would  be  a  very  popular  one. 

Dr.  Symes  also  spoke. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  the  President  was  given  authority 
to  act  in  Parliamentary  matters,  and  it  was  stated  that 
the  title  would  be  fought  for.  Is  that  the  position  that 
is  to  be  taken  up  before  the  committee  on  Friday? 

The  President  :  I  cannot  give  you  any  further  informa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Gifford  (excitedly)  :  The  question  is  so  material 
that  I  must  ask  you  to  give  me  an  answer  in  some  way. 

The  President  :  We  shall  fight,  as  we  have  done  always, 
for  all  we  can  get  in  the  way  of  title,  and  I  shall  continue 
to  exercise  the  powers  entrusted  to  me  by  the  Council. 
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Mr.  GiFFORD  :  Is  the  question  of  title  an  open  one  ?  I 
may  appear  contumacious,  but  if  we  are  not  fighting  for  the 
title  I  should  like  to  know. 

The  President  ;  We  have  never  ceased  to  fight  for  the 
title. 

Mr.  GiFFORD  :  I  have  some  reason  to  think  that  our  way 
of  fighting  for  the  title  is  to  begin  by  giving  it  away. 
((Order,  order). 

The  President  :  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  any  further 
information. 

Mr.  Hagon  agreed  that  it  is  desirable  to  appoint  a 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  but  it  seemed  late  in  the  day  to 
make  the  appointment.  Why  had  the  matter  been  brought 
up  so  suddenly  ?  Will  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Council,  or  the  President,  and 
permanent  officers ;  and  will  the  appointment  be  for  more 
than  one  year,  and  will  the  Secretary  only  report  once  a 
year  ? 

The  President  :  Have  you  read  the  report,  Mr.  Hagon  ? 
Nothing  could  be  clearer  that  the  appointment  is  for  one 
year,  determinable  by  three  months'  notice,  and  that  the 
Secretary  will  report  oftener  than  one  year  if  desired. 

Mr.  Harrison  suggested  October  as  a  better  time  than 
July  for  the  re-appointment. 

The  President  said  he  had  been  reminded  by  Mr. 
Chater  that  the  tendency  is  for  the  Parliamentary  session  to 
terminate  late  in  June  or  early  in  July. 

Mr.  Wootton  referred  to  the  proposal  to  send  the  cor- 
respondence between  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London 
and  the  Society  to  the  Local  Government  Board.  He 
briefly  outlined  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  in  the  matter, 
and  said  the  Corporation's  letter  was  no  answer  to  the 
Society's  request.  The  object  of  sending  the  correspond- 
ence to  the  Board  was  that  they  would  see  the  real  state 
of  affairs. 

Mr.  Hagon  asked  if  it  is  a  fact  that  the  Earl  of  Crewe 
is  to  receive  a  deputation  on  Friday,  and  what  members  of 
the  Council  have  been  chosen  to  accompany  the  deputa- 
tion ? 

The  President  said  Mr.  Winfrey  had  arranged  a  depu- 
tation of  members  of  Parliament  and  the  President,  and 
Mr.  Currie  had  been  asked  to  accompany  them.  He 
refused  to  be  drawn  regarding  a  meeting  that  has  not 
taken  place. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  It  is,  as  I  understand  it,  a  demonstration 
of  members  ot  Parliahient  to  Lord  Crewe. 

The  President  :  That  is  so ;  and  I  was  invited  as  a 
matter  of  grace. 

The  report  was  then  put  and  carried,  eleven  voting  for 
its  adoption  and  six  against. 

Jacob  Bell  Scholars. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  report  of  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt 
on  the  examinations  for  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester 
scholarships.  For  the  Jacob  Bell  scholarships  on  June  16 
there  were  nineteen  candidates — thirteen  in  London  and 
six  in  Manchester.  Two  candidates  obtained  more  than 
the  requisite  number  of  marks.  These  were  Walter  Riley 
Pratt  (with  Mr.  Dennis,  Louth)  and  Samuel  John  Edward 
Bourn  (with  Mr.  Thornber,  Accrington).  For  the  Man- 
chester scholarship  there  were  three  candidates,  but  none 
of  them  obtained  the  qualifying  number  of  marks. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt  was  also  passed. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Jeffrey,  lecturer  in  botany,  was  appointed  to 
report  on  the  Herbarium  competition. 

Correspondence. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western 
Australia  sent  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Premier 
of  the  State,  in  reference  to  the  reciprocal  clause  in  the 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  letter  asked  the  Premier  to  assist  the 
passing  of  the  clause  by  using  his  influence  with  the 
Colonial  Office. 

A  widow  of  a  member  of  the  Society  was  given  per- 
mission to  retain  the  cancelled  C6rtifica;te  of  membership 
of  her  deceased  husband. 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  wrote 
enclosing  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
poisons  in  St.  Vincent,  and  asking  for  observations  thereon. 
,  This  ended  the  public  business. 


Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  P.A.T.A.  was  held  on  July  2 
at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street,  London,  E.G.  Mr. 
F.  W.  Powell  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  he  was 
supported  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones  (Secretary).  Among 
those  present  were  Messrs.  W.  Edwards,  W.  Lane  (J. 
Woolley  &  Son,  Ltd.),  G.  R.  Barclay,  A.  Tebbutt,  C.  J.  G. 
Bunker,  P.  F.  J.  Rowsell,  G.  J.  Knight,  G.  E.  Dixon, 
S.  Kutnow,  B.  Hirst,  W.  Sharman,  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  A. 
Cooper,  John  Smith  (Dublin),  H.  W.  Colley,  W.  McCraig, 
J.  W.  Sutherland,  J.  G.  Atkinson,  S.  N.  Pickard,  W.  C. 
Ashby,  J.  T.  Lloyd,  W.  R.  Barnes,  C.  Mears,  G.  H. 
Burroughs,  J.  T.  Robson,  and  J.  E.  Evans. 

The  President  began  by  referring  to  the  annual  report, 
and  he  commented  on  the  various  sections.  He  noted  with 
satisfaction  the  increase  in  the  receipts  and  the  decrease 
in  the  expenses,  added  to  which  the  membership  has 
increased  in  a  very  noticeable  manner.  He  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report  and  balance-sheet.  Mr.  Rowsell 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  part  of  the  balance  had 
been  invested  in  Consols,  and  already  the  investment  showed 
a  considerable  profit.  Mr.  Lane  suggested  that  some  of 
the  money  might  be  spent  in  postages  on  circulars  asking 
chemists  who  are  not  members  of  the  Association  to  join. 
Mr.  Pickard  said  he  made  a  point  of  asking  travellers  who 
introduced  new  proprietary  remedies  if  their  articles  were 
in  the  P.A.T.A.  If  they  were  not  he  (Mr.  Pickard)  told 
the  traveller  not  to  waste  any  further  time.  It  is  acknow- 
ledged, he  added,  now  that  the  stop-list  is  a  power  to  be  reck- 
oned with.  Mr.  Sutherland  thought  a  combative  element 
might  be  introduced  now  that  the  reserve  fund  has  grown. 
Mr.  Knight  gave  it  as  his  experience  that  the  sale  of  Scott's 
Emulsion  has  gTown  very  much  since  it  was  put  on  the 
protected  list.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  replying  to  the  various 
inquiries,  said  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the 
membership.  The  motion  was  put,  and  after  it  had  been 
carried,  votes  of  thanks  were  given  to  the  President  and 
the  officers  and  duly  replied  to.  Mr.  Kutnow,  who  arrived 
a  little  late,  asked  to  be  allowed  to  address  the  meetmg. 
He  gave  a  little  homily  on  the  necessity  of  every  chemist 
being  a  member  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  of  it  being  well  under- 
stood that  the  Association  does  not  in  any  way  countenance 
the  sale  of  imitations  of  popular  proprietary  articles  by 
any  of  its  members. 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 
Following  the  P.A.T.A.  meeting,  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  was  held.  Mr.  C.  N. 
Pickard  (Chairman  of  the  Directors)  occupied  the  chair. 
After  the  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Johnston)  had  read  the  notice 
convenino-  the  meeting,  the  Chairman  commented  on  the 
annual  report,  which,  he  said,  showed  that  the  position 
is  being  maintained  and  good  progress  being  made. 
Chemists  should  not,  he  said,  wait  until  a  case  is  brought 
acrainst  them  before  joining  the  Association,  because  the 
binefits  of  the  Association  cannot  by  the  rules  be 
extended  to  those  who  have  only  just  joined._  ihe 
balance  on  the  year  is  a  satisfactory  one  considering 
the  many  claims  that  have  arisen  during  the  year. 
Part  of  the  reserve  fund  has  been  invested  in  trus- 
tee secui-itie.s.  Mr.  Rowsell  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
rate  of  progress.  He  could  not  see  why  there  should 
be  any  chemises  who  were  not  members  of  the  Association. 
He  also  impressed  on  the  meeting  the  necessity  of  carefully 
labelling  everything  sent  out.  One  or  two  of  the  claims 
against  chemists  which  the  Association  had  had  to  defend 
arose  from  the  fact  that  verbal  directions  only  had  been 
aiven  to  the  customers.  The  Chairman  here  remarked  that 
pending  legal  proceedings  it  is  inadvisable  for  obvious 
reasons  for  a  chemist  to  state  to  a  claimant  that  he  is  a 
member  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Atkinson  inquired_  re- 
garding a  claim  for  injury  by  corn-silk,  and  Mr.  Knight 
gave  some  interesting  remarks  on  analysts,  showing  the 
advantage  of  belonging  to  the  Association.  Mr.  Pond, 
a  propos  of  the  recent  City  cases,  spoke  of  the  necessity  of 
always  shaking  the  tinct.  cinchon.  bottle  before  dispensing. 
Mr.  Sutherland  gave  some  instances  of  how  easily  a  chemist 
may  be  mulcted  in  d'amages.  Mr.  Johnston  replied  to  ques- 
tions, and  the  report  and  balance-sheet  were  passed.

the  poison  used  was  not  stated. — A  verdict  of_  death 
from  aarcotic  poisoning  was  returned  at  the  inquest 
on  the  body  of  Captain  Frederick  J.  W.  Barrett 
(52),  who  \vsLS  found  dead  at  his  Bournemouth 
residence.— Edward  Naylor  (40),  medical  student,  Glasgow, 
was  found  in  Parliamentary  Road,  Glasgow,  on  Saturday, 
suffering  from  laudanum-poisoning  ;  he  died  the  following 
day.— Arthur  Holt,  commercial  traveller,  of  Huddersfield, 
committed  suicide  at  Halifax  Old  Station  by  taking 
prussic  acid.  Deceased  obtained  two  quantities  of  th© 
poison  from  Halifax  and  Huddersfield  chemists.

"DUSINESS  conditions  in  the  chemical  and  drug  markets 
-L'  remain  pretty  much  as  last  week,  the  demand  from 
most  quarters  being  light  and  mainly  for  current  require- 
ments in  view  of  the  half-yearly  stocktaking.  Among  the 
chemical  group  the  fine  hot  weather  has  considerably  im- 
proved the  demand  for  citric  and  tartaric  acids,  and  prices 
are  firmer,  with  a  temporary  scarcity  of  citric.  The  possi- 
bility of  an  export  duty  on  Italian  citrate  of  lime  lends 
interest  to  this  article.  Copper  sulphate  is  easier  for  de- 
livery, and  a  weaker  tone  characterises  sulphate  of  am- 
monia and  lead  products.  Crude  camphor  after  being 
higher,  has  declined.  No  important  alterations  have 
occurred  in  fine  chemicals.  ^Morphine  and  codeine  are 
extremely  firm,  but  manufacturers  refuse  to  make  contracts 
in  view  of  a  further  advance  and  the  unsettled  position  of 
opium.  The  list  quotations  for  English  refined  camphor 
have  been  withdrawn  in  view  of  the  uncertain  position  of 
the  crude.  Crude  drugs,  apart  from  the  auction,  show  few 
changes.  Coriander-seed,  cumin-seed,  and  Guinea  grains  are 
higher.  Menthol  is  steady,  and  opium  is  firm  at  last  week's 
advance.  The  principal  changes  of  the  week  may  be  sum- 
marised as  follows  :

Hydrastis  (golden 
seal)  is  steadier  at  $1.80.  Senega  is  easy  at  43c.  per  lb., 
and  peppermint  oil  is  nominal  at  $1.45.  Central  and  South 
American  copaiba  is  easier  at  47c.  per  lb. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  no  increase  as  regards  general  activity  in  the  heavy 
chemical  market  to  report,  but  on  the  other  "hand  the  alf- 
round  demand  is  apparently  somewhat  quieter.  It  would 
appear  that  practically  all  consuming  trades  find  business  on 
the  slack  side  and  new  and  important  orders  difficult  to  secure, 
and  as  a  consequence  the  chemical  manufacturers  feel  the 
effects  of  this  position.  Of  course  there  is  a  fairly  steady 
demand  against  existing  contracts,  but  new  and  miscellaneous 
business  is  poor.  There  are  really  no  changes  in  values  to 
report,  but  there  is  a  greater  tendency  on  the  part  of  sellers  to 
shade  prices  here  aJid  there  where"  the  actual  necessity  is 
apparent. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  have  a  fairlv  steady  tone 
and  are  in  moderate  request  at  unaltered  figures.  "  Bichromate 
of  potash,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  3iff.  per  lb.,  less 
Ti  per  cent.,  and  export  3if/.  per  lb.  nf>t  f.o.b.  Glasgow.

6d.  to 
40s.  per  cwt. 

Zinc  Salts  are  moving  fairly  briskly  and  maintain  a  steady 
tone.  Zinc  sulphate  crystals  bl.  15s.  to  71.  per  ton,  an-d  zino 
chloride  solution  100°  Tw.  61.  2s.  bd.  to  bl.  7s.  bd.  per  ton. 

Recovered  Sulphur  shows  no  appreciable  change  and  is 
generally  firm  at  about  41.  17s.  bd.  to  51.  per  ton  free  cn  rails  in 
bags. 

Benzols  are  very  quiet  and  there  is  very  little  actual  new 
business  passing.  Present  nominal  values  are  7gtZ.  to  T^d.  for 
90-per-cent.,  and  50-per-cent.  7rf.  to  7^'^.  per  gal. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — The  tone  of  this  market  continues  on 
the  downward  grade  and  there  is  very  little  new  business  about 
for  prompt.  As  regards  forward  producers  are  coming  more 
into  line  with  the  ideas  of  buyers,  though  it  seems  probable 
that  they  will  have  to  make  further  reductions  before  doing 
anything  of  moment.

American  Drug-market. 

N'ctv  YorT;,  June  23. 

Business  in  drugs  has  fallen  off  slightly  during  the  interval, 
but  not  sufficiently  to  induce  selling  pressure  in  any  depart- 
ment. The  dominating  feature  of  the  market  was  the  up- 
ward course  of  opium.  On  the  weak  or  declining  side  pepper- 
mint oil  and  hydrastis  may  be  mentioned. 

Aloes. — Abundant  supplies  of  case  Curaijao  have  arrived, 
but  these  have  been  fairly  well  absorbed,  and  prices  are 
rather  steady  at  65C.  to  7c.  as  formerly.  Gourds  are  in 
limited  demand,  and  somewhat  easy  at  9c.  to  lOc.  for  jobbing 
lots;  35c.  is  asked  for  genuine  Barbados. 

Canada  Balsam  continues  in  its  former  strong  position,  with 
no  open  quotations  below  $5  for  40-gal.  lots.  Oregon  is  easy 
at  $1.10. 

Cascara. — Reports  from  the  peeling  areas  are  of  a  con- 
flicting nature,  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  any  definite 
trend  can  be  assigned  to  the  market.  Prices  on  spot  were 
talked  up  a  little  during  the  interval,  and  a  few  dealers  ad- 
vanced quotations  Ic,  but  values  have  receded  to  the  former 
range  of  6-2C.  to  7c.  for  moderate  jobbing  parcels. 

Copaiba  is  finding  a  free  outlet,  and  50c.  to  55c.  is  obtain- 
able for  the  better  grades  of  C.  and  S.  American.  Supplies 
are  plentiful,  however,  and  less  suspicion  is  cast  on  the  purity 
of  cheaper  offerings,  so  that  the  market  may  be  described  as 
easy.  The  spot  scarcity  of  Para  has  been  relieved,  and  75c. 
to  80c.  is  now  acceptable. 

GuARANA  continues  in  short  supply,  and  the  stock  is  held 
by  a  few  at  an  advance  to  $3.50.  Little  is  available  at 
primary  sources,  and  high  prices  are  expected  to  prevail  for 
some  time. 

Hydrastis. — The  market  is  quiet,  with  prices  rather 
nominal  at  $1.80  to  $1.85  for  fall-dug.  Some  lots  of  spring- 
dug  are  offered  cheap,  but  since  the  hydrastine  content  is  very 
low  the  position  of  fall-root  is  scarcely  affected  thereby. 

Mandeai;e  is  rather  easy,  6^0.  being  acceptable  for  100-lb. 
lots  on  spot. 

IMlssina  Essences  are  in  downward  tendency  ;  the  quota- 
tions 75c.  for  lemon  and  $2.85  for  bergamot  can  be  shaded  on 
a  firm  order. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — Prices  continue  to  decline, 
Western  "  tin  "  oil  being  now  offered  on  spot  at  $1.45  to  $1.55. 
Local  dealers  seem  rather  indifferent  regarding  new  oil, 
despite  some  very  attractive  offers  from  the  country.  Famine- 
crop  rumours  are  somewhat  half-hearted  this  year,  and  a 
substantial  yield  of  oil  is  expected,  owing  to  the  favourable 
growing  weather  experienced  right  along. 

Opium. — Coming  on  a  rather  uninteresting  maiket,  the 
news  of  higher  prices  at  initial  sources  followed  by  more 
definite  and  lower  estimates  of  the  new  crop  caused  some 
excitement  here,  and  values  advanced  to  $5.75  for  case  lots 
and  $5.80  for  open  parcels.  Stocks  on  spot  are  said  to  be 
low,  and  should  the  latest  estimates  of  this  year's  outturn 
(placed  at  2,000  cases)  prove  anything  near  the  truth,  prices 
will  advance  rapidly,  despite  the  marked  indifference  of  con- 
sumers here.  I\iorphiiie  and  codeine  are  obtainable  at  former 
prices.    (See  cable.) 

Tonka  (Angostura). — Some  shortage  in  the  new  crop  is  now 
anticipated,  and  owing  to  the  reduced  stocks  on  hand  and  the 
demand  incident  to  the  season  the  market  is  firm  at  90c.  to 
$1. 

Wintergreen  Oil. — Production  of  birch  oil  is  now  over  for 
the  season,  as  after  the  foliage  liar,  developed  the  bark  yields 
very  little  oil.  A  very  good  supply  has  been  obtained,  and 
dealers  wishing  to  dispose  of  their  stocks  accumulated  over  the

winter  offer  genuine  oil  at  $1.80  to  $1.85  in  1,000-Ib.  lots. 
There  is  very  little  oil  distilled  from  wintergreen  exclusively, 
owing  to  the  trouble  in  gathering  the  plant.  Patches  of  this 
herb  are  of  rare  occurrence,  and  the  general  custom  is  to  throw 
into  the  still  along  with  the  birch  any  that  may  be  growing  in 
the  vicinity.  Oil  which,  owing  to  this  admixture,  exhibits 
rogatory  power  is  then  classed  as  true  wintergreen  leaf  oil, 
and  sold  at  $3.40  to  $3.75. 


Acid,  Citric. — The  favourable  weather  has  consider- 
ably aided  consumption,  and,  with  a  brisk  inquiry,  dealers 
report  stocks  as  being  extremely  scarce  on  the  spot.  English 
appears  to  be  almost  unobtainable,  and  for  foreign  Is.  4cl. 
has  been  frequently  paid.  Interest  centres  in  the  pro- 
posed duty  on  the  export  of  citrate  of  lime  from  Italy,  it 
being  said  that  a  Bill  is  now  before  the  Legislature  dealing 
with  the  question  of  "  agrumen  "  products.  It  is  also  said 
that  an  export  duty  may  even  be  placed  on  lemon  oil.  H.M. 
Consul  at  Palermo  has  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Trade  an 
extract  from  the  "  Ora  "  of  June  18,  relating  to  a  draft  law 
for  the  creation  of  a  "  Camera  Agrumaria,"  or  Chamber 
for  the  Citrus  Industry,  intended  for  the  benefit  of  all  en- 
gaged in  the  industry  who  may  apply  to  it  for  information 
or  assistance.  It  will  issue  certificates  of  analysis  and 
arrange  for  the  sale  of  the  products  of  those  who  apply  to 
it.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Government  ascign  the  Chamber 
8,000Z.  (gratuitously)  as  capital. 

Acid,  Tartaric. — The  makers  are  reported  to  be  ex 
tremely  busy  and  much  behindhand  with  deliveries.  With 
a  brisk  demand,  the  price  for  foreign  has  advanced  to 
lOfc?.,  English  still  being  quoted  at  lO^d.  per  lb. 

Aniseed  is  quiet,  but  unchanged  at  20s.  to  21s.  6d.  per 
cwt.  for  common  to  good  Russian  on  the  spot. 

Camphor  (Crude). — After  the  close  of  our  last  report 
small  spot  sales  of  China  crude  were  made  at  150s.,  and  also 
at  150s.  c.i.f.  for  near  at  hand,  but  with  the  decline  in  the 
price  of  silver  an  easier  tone  has  prevailed,  sellers  on 
Wednesday  quoting  145s.  spot  and  145s.  c.i.f.  At  the  drug 
auction  two  cases  of  damp  brownish  Ceylon  sold  at  135s 
per  cwt.,  and  fifty  cases  of  crude  China  were  held  for  150.

In  their 
own  interest  consumers  should  refrain  from  buying,  for  in  a 
month  the  crop  will  be  quite  over  and  prices  will  probably 
follow  a  more  normal  course.  The  arrivals  of  new  crop 
amount  to  39  cases,  against  17  cases  last  year  on  the  same  date. 
The  market  closes  tirm.  The  chief  sales  are  54  cases  extra 
Karahissar  at  160  pts.,  equivalent  to  lis.  bd.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  or 
frorn  48.25m.  or  Sy^m.,  and  5  cases  extra  Karahissar  at  the 
equivalent  of  18s.  c.i.f.  Another  correspondent,  writing  on 
June  20,  states  that  the  sales  amounted  to  60  cases  extra  Kara- 
hissar t.q.  at  from  16s.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

BLEiiCHiNG-FOWDER. — Makers  have  been  obliged  to  reduce 
their  prices  by  Im.  per  100  kilos.  It  is  probable  that  the 
convention  which  has  hitherto  existed  is  no  longer  so  strong  as 
it  was,  so  that  future  prospects  are  somewhat  uncertain. 

Camphor  Oil. — Of  late  large  quantities  have  been  a.vailable 
and  further  supplies  are  expected.  Prices  are  lower  in  Ham- 
burg at  85m.  to  80m.  per  100  kilos.,  and  for  shipment  as  low  as 
75m.  is  quoted. 

Cocaine. — Manufacturers  are  still  overwhelmed  with  orders 
for  hydrochloride,  consequently  their  prices  for  prompt  de- 
livery are  higher  than  those  in  second-hands,  as  dealers  had 
covered  freely  at  the  low  prices  which  obtained  in  March.  It 
is  hardly  probable  that  quotations  will  aga.'i  reach  a  level  of 
200m.  per  kilo,  since  such  a  price  involves  losses  to  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Copaiba. — Of  late  there  have  been  considerable  changes  in 
the  conditions  governing  this  product,  the  supply  and  stocks 
having  gradually  diminished.  At  present  prices  are  un- 
changed, but  the  tendency  is  towards  advancement  unless 
further  supplies  come  to  hand. 

Menthol  is  somewhat  firmer.  Japan  is  asking  higher 
prices,  but  on  what  grounds  is  uncertain.  Quotations  for  re- 
crystallised  menthol  are  already  at  about  18m.  per  kilo  for 
large  quantities. 

Milk  Sugar. — In  the  middle  of  May  prices  were  reduced  by 
7m.  per  100  kilos,  by  the  German  makers  in  order  to  meet 
home  and  foreign  competition.  Present  quotations  are  so  low 
that  consumers  would  do  well  to  lay  in  stock  for  a  considerable 
period. 

Pine  Oil. — For  several  months  offers  from  Russia  have  been 
increasing,  and  the  supply  exceeds  the  demand.  The  va,lue 
has  been  affected  by  the  declining  conditions  for  turpentine 
oils  and  by  the  number  of  substitutes  which  are  offered.  At 
present  quotations  are  about  35m.  per  100  kilos. 

Potash  Peussiate  (Yellow). — Business  is  by  no  means  brisk, 
and  although  now  and  again  large  quantities  are  disposed  of, 
only  immediate  needs  are  covered.  Quotations  have  already 
fallen  to  95m.  per  100  kilos.,  a  price  which  does  not  allow  of 
any  profit  on  the  manufacture.

Tea-oil. — The  exports  of  tea-oil  from  Hankow  during  1907 
amounted  to  12,210  cwt.,  valued  at  14,499?.,  against  11,452  cwt., 
valued  at  13,680?.,  in  the  preceding  year. 


fPHE  exhibits  at  the  ladies'  conversazione  of  the  Royal 
L  Society,  held  at  Burlington  House,  London,  W.,  on 
June  29,  included  several  items  of  interest  to  chemists. 
Professor  A.  M.  Worthington  showed  recent  instantaneous 
photographs  of  splashes.  Mr.  J.  E.  Barnard  illustrated 
the  advantages  of  mercury- vapour  lamps  for  microscopic 
illumination.  The  visible  spectrum  of  the  light  from  these 
lamps  consists  chiefly  of  three  bright  lines,  one  each  in 
the  orange,  green,  and  blue-violet.  By  using  suitable 
screens  the  light  becomes  almost  truly  monochromatic, 
and  even  without  colour-screens  the  absence  of  the  red 
ray.'s  (with  consequent  reduction  in  the  mean  wave  length) 
results  in  a  marked  increase  of  resolving  power.  The 
slides  shown,  including  the  resolution  of  the  markings  on 
the  frustules  of  diatoms  and  trypancsomes  in  blood  (the 
latter  showing  the  fiagella  cjuite  plainly),  bore  evidence 
to  the  above  contention.  !MeLsrs.  Johnson,  [Matthey  &  Co., 
Ijtd.,  gave  demonstrations  of  working  fused  silica  ware 
in  the  oxyhydrogen  blowpipe  flame.  The  worker's  eyes 
have  to  be  protected  by  blue  glasses  from  the  intense 
glow  of  the  heated  silica,  but  otherwise  the  operating  is  as 
in  glassware,  with  the  advantage  that  moisture  does  not 
crack  this  substance  even  when  applied  while  hot.  Dr. 
G.  H.  Rodman  exhibited  a  series  of  stereoscopic  radio- 
graphs of  molluscal  shells,  a  new  application  of  x  rays  for 
disclosing  the  internal  structure  of  the  shell  without  sacri- 
ficing the  specimen,  incidentally  forming  some  very  pretty 
pictures.  !^Irs.  Hertha  Ayrton  demonstrated  by  means 
of  aluminium  or  bronze  powder  suspended  in  water  and 
the  use  of  water-colour  paints  the  residual  motion  of 
water  moving  in  stationary  waves.  The  apparatus  con- 
sisted of  deep,  narrow  glass  cells  with  parallel  sides,  con- 
taining suitable  liquid.  Gentle  rocking  by  pushing  the 
apparatus  to  and  fro  on  rollers  causes  the  suspended 
powder  or  coloured  paint  to  indicate  the  motion  of  the 
water  currents  thus  induced.  On  stopping  the  rocking 
movement  the  water  level  becomes  horizontal  quickly, 
but  the  internal  movement  persists  for  some  time.  The 
demonstration  showed  that  the  particles  in  a  wave  motion 
do  not  simply  swing  to  and  fro  and  return  to  their  starting- 
points  after  each  oscillation,  but  take  up  a  new  position 
and  return  to  the  original  point  after  many  oscillations. 
The  experiment  proved  that  by  simple  rocking  complete 
mixture  of  solutions  is  possible,  since  the  surface-wave 
affects  the  liquid  through  its  whole  depth.  This  general 
movement  of  the  particles  in  the  form  of  vortices  is  termed 
the  residual  motion  of  the  liquid.  The  passage  of  a 
particle  from  one  placs  to  another  is  complex,  and  the 
currents  vary  considerably  according  to  the  depth  of  the 
liquid.  Dr.  W.  J.  Russell  and  Mr.  0.  F.  Bloch  exhibited 
transpai-encies  in  natural  colour  of  flowers,  photographed 
by  the  Lumiere  process.  ^Ir.  E.  B.  CJray  showed  how  the 
colour  of  hair,  eyes,  and  skin  may  be  measured  by  a  sim- 
plified form  of  the  Lovibond  tintometer.  ^Ir.  Frederick 
lies  exhibited  coloured  chemical  designs  or  "  irisographs," 
produced  by  applying  chemical  solutions  to  unsized  paper 
and  subsequently  developing  the  design  by  central  appli- 
cation of  a  compound  solution,  which,  spreading  by  capil- 
lary attraction,  comes  into  contact  with  the  previously 
applied  spots,  and  reacting  with  their  constituent  chemical 
produce  new  bodies  visible  to  the  eye  and,  therefore,  de- 
signs of  various  outlines  and  colours.  The  title  indicates 
the  brilliant  spectrum  display  produced  during  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  designs,  which  become  somewhat  modified  on 
drying.  Mr.  C.  G.  Hewitt  showed  specimens  of  the 
various  stages  of  the  large  larch-fly  (Nematvs  Erichsonii, 
Hartig),  which  has  become  a  serious  pest  in  many  of  the 
larch  ijlantations  in  Cumberland.  It  appears  as  if  the 
natural  means  of  control  by  birds,  voles,  and  ichneumons 
will  have  to  be  relied  upon,  except  in  the  case  of  young 
plantations. 

The  Goveenment  of  Victoria  offer  a  bonus  of  50C?.  to  a 
private  person  or  a  company  who  shall  first  produce  50,000  lb. 
of  quicksilver  from  the  cinnabar  ores  raised  within  the  State. 
The  offer  will  remain  open  for  five  years.  A  similar  offer  has 
been  open  in  the  other  States  of  the  Commonwealth  for  several 
years,  but  nobody  has  been  successful  in  obtaining  it.

Mummification  of  the  Pulp. 

This  operation,  which  is  necessary  wherever  a  nerve-ending 
is  exposed  and  painful  from  disease  or  other  cause,  consists 
in  first  devitalising  the  tooth  and  at  a  later  visit  removing  the- 
top  portion  of  the  pulp  and  applying  medicaments  to  the 
portions  remaining  in  the  root  or  roots.  The  following  is  a 
good  mummifying  agent  : 

Aluminis  usti. 

Thymol.. 

Zinci  oxid.     ...       ...       ...      aa.  sj. 

Misce  et  fiat  pulvis. 
A  little  of  the  powder  is  taken  when  required  and  made 
into  a  paste  with  glycerin  and  oil  of  cloves  or  creosote.  In' 
this  paste  thymol  is  the  antiseptic,  alimi  the  mummifier, 
zinc  oxide  a  colouring  medium,  and  glycerin  the  binding  and 
penetrating  agent. 

Extraction  of  Abscessed  Teeth. 

"  There  is  no  more  reason."  writes  an  eminent  authoritj', 
"why  an  abscessed  tooth  should  be  retained  in  the  jaw 
simply  because  the  face  is  swollen,  than  there  would  be  for 
allowing  a  splinter  of  wood  to  remain  in  the  hand,  a  piece  of 
glass  in  the  foot,  or  a  piece  of  steel  in  the  eye,  until  the 
inflammatory  symptoms  had  subsided,  before  attempting  to 
remove  it,  since  the  forms  of  pathology  are  identical." 

Action  of  Iron  on  the  Teeth. 

Recent  experiments  undertaken  by  Dr.  Morgenstern  show 
that  ferrous  iodide  and  ferrous  chloride  have  the  most  in- 
jurious effects  on  the  teeth,  10  per  cent,  solutions  removing 
the  enamel  in  a  few  days.  Iron  sulphate,  lactate,  and  pyro- 
phosphate cause  partial  decalcification  and  very  deep 
blackening,  while  the  citrate  has  only  a  slight  action.  Solu- 
tion of  iron  albuminate  and  the  saccharated  solution  have 
no  effect.  In  mineral  ferruginous  waters  the  action  of  the 
iron  seems  to  be  increased  by  the  presence  of  earthy  salts. 
The  action  of  these  preparations  taken  medicinally  is,  of 
course,  much  s/ower  than  was  the  case  in  these  ex- 
periments, which  were  made  by  inmiersing  sections  of  tooth 
in  solutions,  but  it  is  always  advisable  to  recommend  the  use 
of  the  glass  tube  for  taking  iron  preparations,  or  a  mouth- 
wash should  be  used  immediately  after  the  medicine  is  taken.

It  seems  to  me  that  no  self- 
respecting  chemist,  "up-to-date"  or  otherwise,  will  stock 
an  article  introduced  to  the  public  by  such  means  as  those 
indicated.

Pharmacy  in  Orange  River  Colony. 
Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the 
O.R.C.,  held  in  Bloemfontein  on  May  28,  a  discussion 
arose  over  two  letters  which  appeared  in  your  columns 
on  March  21  and  May  9  respectively  concerning  the  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  in  the  O.R.C.,  and  I  was  instructed 
to  write  to  you  with  reference  to  these  anonymous  com- 
munications.   Your  correspondent  of  March  28  disputes 
■the  right  of  O.R.C.  doctors  to  dispense  their  own  medi- 
cines, and  adduces  an  extract  fron.  the  O.R.C.  law-book 
in  support  of  his  contention  that  their  doing  so  is  con- 
trary to  the  law.    In  order  that  your  readers  may  be 
able  to  judge  for  themselves,  I  will  quote  the  section  he 
referred  to  a  little  more  fully  : 

Stamps  and  Licences  Ordinance. — Licences. 
As  registered  medical  practitioner  with  the  right  to  dis- 
pense medicines.  Ibl.  per  annum. 

As  admitted  apothecary,  chemist  or  druggist  with  the 
right  to  dispense  medicines,  10/.  per  annum. 

Also  Section  38  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
of  190-1  : 

Every  medical  practitioner  shall  be  entitled  to  practise  as 
an  accoucheur,  and  may  compound  and  dispense  medicines, 
but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  keep  open  shop  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  provided  that  any  medical  practitioner  so  esta- 
blished on  the  day  before  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  required  by  anything  herein  contained  to  close 
such  establishment. 

The  above  will  enable  British  pharmacists  throughout  the 
•world,  to  whom  your  correspondent  has  appealed  for  .sym- 


pathy, to  decide  for  themselves  how  far  he  acted  in  good 
faith. 

Your  correspondent  of  May  9  complains  that  general 
dealers  in  his  dorp  are  selling  poisonous  medicines,  and  I 
will  state  briefly,  without  quoting  all  the  law  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  that  no  general  dealer  whose  place  of 
business  is  within  six  miles  of  a  chemist's  shop  may  sell 
any  poisonous  medicines.  The  onus  of  prosecution  in 
cases  of  contravention  of  the  Medical  and  Pharinacy 
Ordinance  and  Stamps  and  Licences  Ordinance  rests  with, 
the  police,  and  neither  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council 
nor  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  any  legal  powers  in 
the  matter.  This  I  must  premise  for  general  information, 
as  from  a  perusal  of  your  correspondents'  letters  one 
would  infer  that  these  iDodies  are  not  carrying  out  their 
duties.  If,  however,  any  chemist  in  the  O.R.C,  know- 
ing of  a  contravention  of  the  law,  will  give  me  definite 
information  of  it,  the  Council  of  the  Society  will  take 
steps  to  put  the  law  into  motion.  Failing  his  taking  this 
course,  the  chemist  who  thinks  his  privileges  are  being 
infringed  may  communicate  with  either  the  Public  Prose- 
cutor, the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council,  or  the  local 
police,  with  a  good  prospect  of  the  matter  being  taken 
up  ;  and  not  until  all  these  resources  have  been  tried  and 
failed  is  there  any  necessity  to  appeal  to  the  world  at 
large  through  your  columns  for  sympathy  and  support, 
and  my  Society  feels  that  the  slur  cast  upon  it  thereby  is 
totally  unm&rited. 

I  would  like  ti  take  this  opportunity  of  appealing  to  all 
O.R.C.  chemists  to  give  this  Society  their  strongest  moral 
'  as  well  as  financial  support,  for  important  developments 
may  fhortly  take  place  rendering  it  more  than  ever  neces- 
j  snry  that  we  should  be  able  to  show  a,  solid  front  and 
!  approach  the  Government  as  one  united  body  representa- 
tive of  every  chemist  in  the  O.R.C.  when  the  proper  time 
arrives  to  ask  for  an  extension  and  consolidation  of  our 
privileges.

He  tells  us  that  he  wrote  to  the  Editor  of  the  ideal 
paper  that  he  as  an  individual  chemist  was  positively  in- 
sulted by  the  attack  made  in  the  advArtisement,  and  that  he 
could  not  reconcile  the  naper's  position,  as  wherever  the 
advertiser  planted  itself  it  nffected  at  least  six  trades — viz., 
r'hemists,  stationers,  booksellers,  fancv  sroods,  jewell-^rs.  and 
leather  sroods  merchants — but  only  pa'd  one  _rate  and  one 
rent.

The  Editor  asks  me  to  thank  vou  for  your  letter.  While 
symoathisino:  with  vour  point  of  view  he  resrets  that  he  is 
Tinable  to  take  steps  in  the  matter  that  you  suTeest.

Is  Dispensing  Profitable  ? 

Sir, — While  one  has  to  sympathise  with  Mr.  Dixon's  plaint 
which  appeared  under  this  heading  last  issue,  there  are  com- 
pensations. He  has  to  be  thankful  that  the  prescriber  had 
still  a  remembrance  of  the  mystic  phrase  "  ft.  pil.,"  and  that 
the  dispenser's  individuality  was  not  submerged  under  the 
testing  ordeal  "  ft.  — old."  Even  when  this  is  said,  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  case  are  not  exhausted.  If  Mr.  Dixon  lives 
on  good  terms  with  his  brother  chemists  in  Halifax,  he  can 
let  them  know  that  he  holds  stock  of  both  the  articles  he  had 
to  obtain  for  the  prescription  in  question.  And  this  is,  after 
all,  the  lesson  to  be  drawn  from  this  and  similar  experiences. 
Co-operation  with  individuality  will  yield  much  more  lasting 
fruit  than  any  campaign  which  may  be  waged  by  indivi- 
duality against  co-operation.  Those  of  us  who  co-operate  to 
obtain  rock-bottom  prices  on  saleable  patents,  to  share  and 
exchange  stocks  of  articles  which  move  slowly,  and  generally 
to  unite  our  capital  to  a  mutual  benefit  are  making  the  most 
out  of  the  present,  and  are  not  dismayed  for  the  future.

Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  resoecting-  various  Acts  whicn  affect 
directly  or  Indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drue:  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,*  1908,  p.  436;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
P-  435;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons.  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  44a. 


jS'cirbo  (230/56). — If  in  any  printed  statements  regarding  the 
cure  of  a  human  ailment  a  series  of  medicines  (not  being 
entire  drugs  or  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies) 
are  recommended,  each  of  the  medicines  is  liable  to  stamp- 
duty  according  to  the  price  at  which  it  is  sold,  although  there 
is  nothing  actuality  dutiable  on  the  labels.  Auxiliary  pre- 
parations which  are  not  claimed  to  effect  a  cure,  but  which, 
nevertheless,  are  held  out  and  sold  as  part  of  the  treatment, 
are  equally  liabie.  From  your  proposition  there  is,  however, 
a  probability  that  the  nature  of  the  business  is  such  that 
only,  say,  an  ointment  and  a  lotion  are  held  out  and  recom- 
mended, and  other  preparations  are  supplied  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  case.  It  is  probable  that  the  circumstances 
of  the  supply  of  the  latter  do  not  make  them  dutiable  medi- 
cines, but  medicines  prescribed.  If  so,  no  written  or  printed 
statements  regarding  them  as  part  of  the  curative  treatment 
may  be  made  without  incurring  the  duty. 

.4.  /.  .9.  (258/59). — An  unqualified  per.son  may  sell  B.P. 
quinine-wine,  but  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  permit 
chemists  and  druggists  only  to  sell  it  without  a  wine-licence. 

F.  H.  It.  (240/4). — A  manufacturing  chemist  has  an  agent 
(not  a  chemist)  who  sells  goods  for  him  on  commission  in  a 
.shop.  The  agent  sells  to  a  Revenue  officer  a  bottle  of  whoop- 
ing-coush  mixture  unstamped.  Who  is  liable  for  the  penalty  ? 
(Both,  if  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  can  get  at  them,  but 
they  are  accustomed  to  prosecute  the  person  from  whom  the 
purchase  is  made,  in  this  case  the  agent.  The  premises  of 
the  agent  should  be  licensed  for  the  sale  of  dutiable  medi- 
cines.] 

Asipirin  (235/74).— (1)  A  person  holding  an  American  D.D.S. 
degree  may  use  it  in  this  country  if  he  pleases,  but  if  he 
practises  dentistrj'  and  is  not  registered  as  a  dentist  he  must 
be  careful  that  he  does  not  use  D.D.S.  in  such  a  way  as  to 
imply  that  he  is  registered  under  the  Act  or  a  person  specially 
qualifiecl  to  practise  dentistry.  How  that  can  be  done  we 
cannot  advise.  Several  unregistered  persons  have  been  fined 
for  using  the  D.D.S.  (2)  A  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons,  Edinburgh.  is._  no  doubt,  a  registered  medical 
practitioner,  and  as  such,  if  he  has  nassed  an  examination  in 
jiharmacy,  he  may  do  all.  as  regards  keeping  open  shop  and 
dispensing,  that  a  registered  chemist  may  do.
